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Oakton may not 
need referendum 
for campus site

Oakton Community College may not 


need a referendum in order to buy its 
p e r m a n e n t campus along the Des 
Ptaines River in unincorporated Maine 
Township. 


Oakton Board Chairman Paul Gilson 


told members of the citizens' site com- 
mittee at a meeting Wednesday that the 
college may not have to have a referen- 
dum to raise funds for the site because of 
a $1.5 million cash reserve the college 
has built up. 


However. Gilson said the college may 


in the future need a referendum for 
funds to finance 23 per cent of the cost of 
buildings for the site. The state will fi- 
nance 73 per cent of the cost of the col- 
lege buildings. 


THE OAKTON board Tuesday unani- 


mously voted to choose the site on the 
Des Plaines River between Central and 
Golf roads as the permanent home for 
the college. The choice must now be ap; 
proved by the Illinois Community College 
board and state Board of Higher Educa- 
tion. 


College officials had tentatively dis- 


cussed, before the site was chosen, hav- 
ing a referendum in September to raise 
money for the site and for the 25 per cent 
of the cost of the buildings, However, 


Gilson said, "We might not have to have 
a referendum. The site is reasonably 
priced," 


College officials have not publicly re- 


leased any estimated purchase price for 
the site, which is owned by the Chicago 
Catholic Archdiocese. However, real es- 
tate consultant Neil King said he does 
not expect major problems in negotiating 
a "reasonable" price for the land. 


The Oakton campus choice received 


support and opposition from predictable 
areas on the citizens' site committee. 
Representatives of Des Plaines, Niles 
and Morton Grove said they supported 
the college's campus choice, while repre- 
sentatives from Skokie and Glenview 
said they opposed it. 


EVELYN ROSEN/WEIG. member of 


the board of education of Niles Township 
High School Dist. 219, said her board 
would vote officially next week on wheth- 
er to support the site. She said an infor- 
mal poll of her board had indicated a 6-1 
vote against the site.

U.S. funds for bus services ruled out

Illinois Atty. Gen. William Scott has 


ruled that the use of federal revenue- 
sharing funds by township governments 
for bus services may be illegal. But local 
townslu'p officials said yesterday the ser- 
vices will be continued until a court rul- 
ing is handed down 


The opinion was issued by Scott two 


weeks ago but township officials con- 
tacted yesterday said a court challenge 
to the practice will likely be required to 
determine if Scott's opinion is valid. 


Bus services have been started by Pal- 


atine, Elk Grove and Schaumburg town- 
ships to provide low cost transportation 
for senior citizens. 


Revenue sharing funds, distributed by 


the federal government to local govern- 
ing bodies, may be used in whatever 
manner the local agency chooses, pro- 
vided the use falls within categories au- 
thorized by the federal government. 


ELK GROVE'S system has been in op- 


eration since December. The township 
purchased its own bus for the service.

Sharp increases in robberies, van- 


dalism, and offenses involving children 
contributed to an over-all 22 per cent in 
the city's crime rate for 1973. 


The Des Plaines Police Department 


1973 report released by Chief Arthur 
Hints this week showed total reported 
crimes numbering 5,295 for the year as 
compared with 4,357 for all of 1972. 


The report showed that although total 


city crime rates were up, major offenses 
such as homicide, rape, robbery, theft, 
burglary, aggravated assault and bat- 
tery, and arson decreased a slight 1,4 per 
cent. 


There were a total of 2,179 such of- 


fenses in 1973, 32 less than the 2,211 
recorded for a comparable period in 
1972. Minor misdeeds rose 45 per cent for 
the two years, however, from 2,146 to 
3,125. 


IN SERIOUS OFFENSES, homicides 


rose from one to three for the two years 
while rapes remained even at six. Rob- 
beries showed the largest percentage in- 
crease in the major crime category. 


The 34 robberies in 1972 compared with 


the 49 last year represents a 44 per cent 
jump. All but 10 of last year's total were 
armed robberies. 


Better than 61 per cent, or 27 of last 


year's robberies, however, were cleared 
by arrest. 


Aggravated batteries dropped 20.5 per 


cent from 211 to 155 but aggravated as- 
saults jumped 37 per cent to 33, for last 
year, up from the 24 reported for' 1972. 


Simple battery, not classified as a ma- 


jor offense according to reporting proce- 
dures, more than tripled from 27 to 96 
while simple assault remained somewhat 
stable with 41 and 39 recorded for both 
years. 


THEFTS INCREASED slightly from 


976 to 1,052, a 6.6 per cent jump, but of 
that total, 614 or more than half were 
thefts under $50.

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Legal ha tile with village may ensue 
Elk Grove theater will screen X-rated 'Miss Jones9

"The Devil in Miss Jones" is coming 


back to Elk Grove Village, and this time 
the owner of the Elk Grove Cinema says 
there's going to be the devil to pay if the 
village closes him down again. 
. 


The controversial X-rated film, once 


removed from the suburban theater by 
action on the part of Elk Grove Village 
officials, will be shown tonight. And this 
time village officials apparently are go- 
ing to let the film be screened, although 
they say they may yet go to court to 
block its continued showing in the com- 
munity. In fact, a legal battle between 
the theater owner and the village may be 
brewing. 


Walter Pancoe, owner of the Elk Grove 


Cinema, yesterday filed suit in U.S. Dis- 
trict Court seeking a temporary in- 
junction, blocking the village from pre- 
venting his showing of the X-rated mov- 
ie, "The Devil In Miss Jones." 


Pancoe is also seeking $250,000 in dam- 


ages in the suit, which names the village 
board, Village Mgr. Charles Willis, Vil- 
lage Pres. Charles Zettek and chief of 
police, Harry Jenkins as defendants. 
Pancoe had 'earlier claimed'he was 
"coerced" by the village into canceling a 
scheduled showing of "Miss Jones" last 
month. 


A HEARING ON THE request for a 


temporary injunction is scheduled for 10 


a.m. today before U.S. District Court 
Judge James Parsons. 


The suit, according to Pancoe's attor- 


ney, Patrick Tuite, will seek to enjoin 
the village from enforcing its ordinance, 
which the suit contends is "uncon- 
stitutional." 


Pancoe originally, planned to show the 


film starting Jan. 4, but substituted an- 
other, film after a visit by several village 
officials, who asked him not to show the 
film. 


Pancoe claimed he had been losing 


money by showing almost exclusively, 
family-type films. He said the showing of 
"Miss Jones" was an attempt to recoup 
losses so he could continue to show fami- 
ly-type entertainment. Pancoe said that 


an estimated 7,000 people were turned 
away during the week "Miss Jones" was 
scheduled 
to run, compared 
to the 


theatre's usual attendance of 1,500 to 
3,000. 


"I'm determined we're going to show it 


this time . . . and we're not going to be 
coerced out of it," said Pancoe. "It's a 
well followed picture that was the fifth 
biggest grossing picture at the box office 
last year," he added. 


PANCOE SAID that only one other 


X-rated movie made more than "Miss 
Jones," in 1973, "The Last .Tango in 
Paris." "Miss Jones," he added, "has 
been playing in Cook County for 10 
months without a prosecution." 


Pancoe said he doesn't plan to make 


X-rated movies a regular fare at the 
theatre. ''We've only "shown two R-rated 
films here since August," Pancoe said. 
"Sometimes, an X-rated movie is all 
that's available to me," he said. 


Some of the R-rated films shown at the 


t h e a t r e include "Deliverance," and 
"Save the Tiger." 


Village officials, most of whom have 


not seen "Miss Jones," were taken 
aback by Pance's suit. Willis said the 
theater would not be closed, but that 
officials will view the film. 


"If we do decide to make a complaint, 


it will be up to a judge to determine if 
the movie is obscene and violates the 
anti-obscenity ordinance this board has 
passed," he said.

Some extra gas 
is 'already here' 
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Motorists may not have noticed it yet, 


but 2.5 million gallons of the 6 million 
gallons that was supposed to be diverted 
to Illinois from other states already has 
been distributed, mostly in the Chicago 
metropolitan area. 


According to the Federal Energy Of- 


fice senior case resolution officer in Chi- 
cago, Don Guest, "You don't feel it be- 
cause the volume is small, but it helps 
out." 


"I don't like to say where this is com- 


ing from, because the people of Ohio and 
Wisconsin are already upset about small- 
er allocations of supply," Guest said. He 
discussed fuel shortages Thursday prior 
to a speech before an Illinois State 
Chamber of Commerce meeting in Des 
Plaines. 


"The 6 million gallons was voluntary a 


few week? ago. Now we've made it man- 
datory," he said. "This 6 million is the 
same as the original 6 million (gal- 
lons)." The plan requires major oil com- 
panies to redistribute available gasoline 
supplies to areas such as the Chicago 
metropolitan area where it is most need- 
ed, he said. At best, a motorist would 
gain a couple of gallons of added gas- 
oline, he said. 


GUEST ADDED: 
• The federal gasoline allocation pro- 


gram came into being as a correction of 
"inequities" during 1973 when major oil 
companies were choking independents 
out of supply. This is the reason for the 
use of a 1972 base year for FEO pro- 
grams. 


• No conclusive evidence is available 


following the FEO investigation of 
J a n u a r y gasoline distribution, and 
charges of oil companies' holding back 
supplies to Chicago. 


• The FEO will maintain its policy 


that prohibits dealers from giving regu- 
lar customers favored service. "We do 
not want discrimination," Guest said. No 
comment was available on the dealers' 
request for higher profit margins. 


• The FEO is using its muscle to prod 


Exxon, Phillips, Sunoco, Cities Service 
and other oil firms which pulled back 
their retailing efforts in the Chicago area 
during 1973 to arrange for reallocation of 
gasoline to Illinois, based on 1972 ship- 
ments. 


• "The oil companies better make this 


work," Guest said of fuel allocation. The 
alternative could 'be more stringent con- 
trols, he added. "Rationing coupons are 
being printed, and this (printing) should 
be completed in the next couple of 
weeks."

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New kidnaping; new Hearst demands

Officials were faced with dramatic kid- 


napings at both ends of the nation Thurs- 
day, noting disturbing similarities and 
confronting frustration in trying to deal 
with them. 


In California, the case of Patricia 


Hearst took a worrisome turn, while in 
Georgia, the editor of the Atlanta Con- 
stitution — John R. "Reg" Murphy — 
was abducted by the right-wing "Ameri- 
can Revolutionary Army" for $700,000 
ransom. 


The kidnapers of Miss Hearst de- 


manded that her father — newspaper 
publisher Randolph Hearst — put up an 
additional $4 million for free food in 24 
hours, threatening that if he refused she 
would be kept hostage to free two mem- 
bers of the terrorist sect held in San 
Quentin Prison. 


The new ultimatum came in a 20-min- 


ute tape recording from the mysterious 
"general field marshal Cinque" of the 
Symblonese Liberation Army. 


Cinque said Hearst's offer of a $2 mil- 


lion food giveaway plan was "not at all a 
good faith gesture but rather is an act of 
throwing a few crumbs to the people."

Walker orders more gas to Chicago

Gov. Daniel Walker Thursday ordered 


oil companies operating in Illinois to di- 
vert specific amounts of gasoline from 
their inventories to the Chicago area. 


A Walker spokesman said the order, 


coupled with another issued Wednesday 
by the Federal Energy Office in Wash- 
ington, apparently will end nearly two 
weeks of confusion over a promised six 
million gallons of fuel. 


Walker's order was enclosed in tele- 


grams to oil companies. It directed 
them, in accordance with Wednesday's 
federal order, to divert to Illinois during 
February 2 per cent more gasoline than 
they originally had planned. 


No one yet seemed sure when the extra 


gasoline would start arriving in the Chi- 
cago area — the site Walker designated 
for delivery. 


Mark Clark, an assistant press aide to 


Walker, said the gasoline might' have 
been ordered to the Chicago area earlier 
but for confusion over previous FEO 
statements. 


Thursday Clark said it was not until "a 


few days ago" that Walker realized the 
Feb. 9 statement from the FEO was not 
binding on oil companies. After that real- 
ization dawned, he said, Illinois officials 
sought Wednesday's mandatory order. 


Seven governors met Thursday with 


federal energy director William E. Sim- 
on and announced that service station op- 
erators might soon get relief in the form 
of higher prices and an easing of the ban 
on preferential treatment for regular 
customers. 


Gov. Daniel J. Evans of Washington, 


chairman of the National Governors Con- 
ference, said Simon was considering both 
steps and would announce a decision 
shortly, Evans said he was "confident 
there is help coming" on a retail price 
increase. 


He said the Federal Energy 
Office 


might also modify its antidiscrimination 
ban on station operators to permit a spe- 
cial category for regular customers who 
might buy gasoline at any time and thus 
not be forced to join long waiting lines 
with other motorists searching for a tank 
fillup. 


Evans spoke to reporters after be and 


six other governors, including Marvin 
Mandel of Maryland, met with Simon in 
a joint plea for a more equitable federal 
allocation of gasoline nationwide. 


Mandel sued Simon in U.S. District 


Court in Baltimore Wednesday, charging 
that the federal allocation system was 
unfair and claiming that Maryland de- 
served 20.5 million more gallons of gaso- 
line this month than Simon's office had 
allowed. 


The Maryland congressional delegation 


will meet with Simon today to discuss 
the state's gasoline shortage. Simon has 
been ordered to appear in the federal 
court in Baltimore today to defend the 
allocation system. 


Simon told reporters he would not ap- 


pear, but that his case would be repre- 
sented by Justice Department lawyers. 


A spokesman for independent truck 


drivers Thursday denounced the govern- 
ment's proposal to allow longer and 
heavier trucks on Interstate highways as 
unsafe and designed only to help the big 
truck companies. 


Dairy lobbyist is indicted

A Watergate grand jury Thursday 


charged a milk industry lobbyist with ly- 
ing about what happened to $10,000 he 
obtained from dairy interests allegedly 
to win an increase in milk price supports 
from the administration in 1971. 


The one-count indictment, returned 


against Texas banker Jake Jacobsen, 
said the grand jury has evidence he so- 
licited and received the cash from Asso- 
ciated Milk Producers Inc. on his word it 
would be "paid to a public official for his 
assistance in connection with the price 
support- decision." The official was not 
named, nor did the indictment say what 
happened to the $10,000. 


Jacobsen was legislative counsel to 


President Lyndon B. Johnson in 1965-67 
and a close friend of President Nixon's 
former Treasury secretary, John B. Con- 
nally. 


Jacobsen specifically was charged with 


lying when he told the grand jury a 
month ago he put the money in a safe 
deposit box and never touched it until an 
FBI agent inventoried it last November. 


The crime carries a maximum penalty 


of five years in prison and a fine of 
$10,000 upon conviction. It was not known 
immediately when or where Jacobsen 
would be arraigned. 


Elsewhere in Washington, the impeach- 


ment inquiry staff of the House Judiciary 


Committee concluded that President Nix- 
on could be impeached for abusing his 
powers and violating the public trust, 
even though he did not violate any crimi- 
nal statutes. 


In New York, the selection of a jury 


not affected by a 20-month-long barrage 
of publicity to give former cabinet offi- 
cers John Mitchell and Maurice Stans a 
fair trial, moved slowly. Only 15 jury 
candidates made it through secret ques- 
tioning. 


"We are not — I repeat not — asking

Teruggi Sr. in 
Chile probing 
death oi son 


SANTIAGO, Chile (UPI) — Frank Te- 


ruggi Sr. of Des Plaines is pessimistic 
about finding the facts behind his son's 
death and believes U.S. embassy officials 
here don't care. 


The son, Frank Teruggi Jr., 24, was 


shot to death under unclear circum- 
stances after he was taken to the nation- 
al soccer stadium where the military im- 
prisoned several thousand persons after 
the coup that overthrew President Salva- 
dor Allende last year. 


Teruggi's father said he had spoken 


with U.S. embassy officials since his ar- 
rival in Santiago last weekend adding 
that "I don't believe they care, I did not 
believe it before I came and now I be- 
lieve it less." 


Teruggi said he had letters from Illi- 


nois congressmen and senators to Ameri- 
can Ambassador David Popper asking 
for help in clearing up the circumstances 
of his son's death. 


He said he had not yet been able to 


present another letter to military junta 
leader Gen. Taugusto Pinochet "appeal- 
ing to him as a father to understand the 
sadness he and his wife have suffered."

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Adm. Robert 


0. Welander Thursday accused Navy 
Yeoman Charles E. Radford of inventing 
his Pentagon spy ring charges and said 
.John D. Ehrlichman had put those 
charges into a false confession which the 
admiral refused to sign. 


Welander's testimony at a closed Sen- 


ate Armed Services Committee hearing 
prompted some senators to call for im- 
mediate public investigation of the so- 
called Pentagon spy ring. 


Sen. Harold Hughes, D-Iowa, said that 


either Welander or Radford must have 
committed perjury since their stories dif- 
fered so sharply. Hughes and Sen. Stuart 
Symington, D-Mo., said they will ask for 
testimony from Ehrlichman. 


In testimony Wednesday, Radford said 


Welander and the late Adm. Rembrandt 
C. Robinson instructed him to steal se- 
cret White House diplomatic documents 
for the Pentagon when they were his bos- 
ses on a White House military liaison 
team in 1970 and 1971. 


Welander admitted he had twice 


passed secret material from Radford to 
Adm. Thomas H. Moorer, the chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, under what 
he thought were justifiable circum- 
stances. 


But he denied he ran any deliberate 


spy ring and said Radford had invented 
that story to divert attention from him- 
self. 


Nixon asks tough drug law 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Nixon told Congress Thursday he wants 
stiff new penalties against illicit drug 
dealers, including mandatory minimum 
sentences for first offenders and higher 
maximums across the board. 


"While our enforcement efforts are 


proving effective in finding drug traffi- 
ckers," the President said in a message 
to the House and Senate, "our system of 
criminal justice is not as effective in 
dealing with them after they are ar- 
rested " 


Nixon said he would submit to Con- 


gress in the near future a legislative 
package calling for a minimum federal 
sentence of three years, and a maximum 
of 15 years, for a first offense of dealing 
in narcotics. A second offense would car- 
ry a penalty of 10 to 30 years. 


The maximum penalty for dealing in 


other dangerous drugs would be in- 
creased from five years to 10 for a first 
offense, and from 10 years to 15 for a 
second offense. Second offenders would 
be subject to a minimum of three years. 


Nixon said his proposal also would al- 


low judges to deny bail "In the absence 
of compelling circumstances" to those 
previously convicted of a drug felony; 
anyone on probation or parole in con- 
nection with another felony;, fugitives; 
non-resident aliens, and passport viola- 
tors. 


"We will continue to support treatment 


and rehabilitation of abusers with all the 
generosity and compassion which victims 
of drug abuse require," the President 
said. 


• Meeting privately for 40 min- 


utes at the Vatican, Pope Paul VI 
and Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko discussed the Middle 
East, European detente and — per- 
haps most importantly — Vatican- 
Kremlin relations. The Vatican has 
long been seeking-better ties with 
the Soviet Union — where several 
million Catholics live — as well as 
Russia's East European allies. 
Gromyko met with the pope after a 
last meeting with Italian Foreign 
Minister Aldo Moro, wrapping up a 
four-day official visit. 


• The first Russian writer to 


support exiled .novelist Alexander 
Solzhenitsyn during his battle with 
the Soviet government — Vladimir 
Voinovich — has been expelled 
from the Soviet Writers Union. 
Among other things, that means he 
has lost the right to have his works 
published in the country. Solz- 
henitsyn, meantime, was reported 
on a train heading for Copenhagen, 
where his family is to join him be- 
fore going on to a life of exile in 
Norway. 


• Retired Army Col. Anthony B. 


Herbert, the heavily-decorated Ko- 
rean War veteran who left the 
army in bitterness during the Viet- 
nam campaign, is in the middle of 
another hassle. A filling station op- 
erator in Cranbury, N.J., says 
when he recently refused to sell 
gasoline to Herbert, he claimed to 
be an agent of the Army Criminal 
Investigation Division working on 
an Internal Revenue Service probe 
into discrimination in fuel sales, 
and threatened to close the station. 
Herbert got the gas, and denies the 
charge. 


• The persistent headaches that 


put Mrs. Rose Kennedy, 83, into a 
West Palm Beach, Fla., hospital 
were diagnosed as from a minor 
stroke caused by a ruptured blood 
vessel. She's reported recovering 
well, and was visited in the hospi- 
tal by her son, Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy. 


• Yet another military barrier to 


women will come down today at 
the Corpus Christi, Tex. Naval Air 
Station, where Lt. j.g. Barbara Al- 
len of Long Beach, Calif., win be- 
come an aviator during ceremonies 
that will make her the U.S. mili- 
tary's first woman flyer.

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O'Hare jet noise-control plan rapped

Airline Industry contentions that noise 


is being controlled at O'Hare Airport are 
part of a whitewash campaign, leaders of 
the O'Hare chapter of the National Or- 
ganization to Insure A Noise-controlled 
Environment (NOISE) charged yester- 
day. 


Members of the chapter, including 


Park Ridge Mayor Martin Butler, chair- 
man, have asked Chicago Mayor Richard 
Daley immediately to establish 
an 


O'Hare noise abatement center that 
would implement noise abatement proce- 
dures in the Chicago area. 


At a NOISE press conference yester- 


day, Butler said there are several ap- 
proved procedures that could be used 
right now at O'Hare, if the Federal Avia- 


tion Administration would require them 
and the Chicago Department of Aviation 
would cooperate. 


THE ABATEMENT center would 


monitor noise at O'Hare, put noise abate- 
ment procedures into effect, provide a 
central location for receipt and response 
of citizen complaints and provide a pro- 
fessional staff qualified to develop and 
enforce noise reduction measures. 


"We are tired of the false impression 


by the FAA and airline industries that 
everything is being done to reduce 
noise," said Des Plaines Aid. Alan 
A b r a m s (8th), technical committee 
chairman for NOISE. 


He blamed lack of action on the "unho- 


ly trinity" at O'Hare — the airline in- 
dustry, the FAA and the City of Chicago. 


Programs that could be used at O'Hare 
include "quiet climb," or reduced power 
during takeoff; reduced flap angle dur- 
ing landing approach, a two-segment 
landing approach that keeps planes high- 
er; and computerized monitoring of run- 
way use to distribute noise evenly among 
communities surrounding the airport. 


Abrams said those steps are not 'new, 


revolutionary or dangerous and help're- 
duce noise for people on the ground. 


WHEN ASKED why the steps'have not 


been instituted if they have been proven 
and are effective, he said he could not 
answer expect to'surmise that the air- 
lines do not want government controls on 
their operations. 


Butler said there is today no regulation 


by the FAA requiring reduced noise 
procedures. 


Leaders have mixed reactions to RTA

Municipal leaders in the Northwest 


suburbs displayed mixed opinions of the 
proposed Regional Transportation Au- 
thority as they listened to a debate this 
week. 


Lining up strongly against the March 


19 referendum were Mount Prospect 
Mayor Robert Teichert and Hoffman Es- 
tates Village Pres. Virginia Hayter. 
Schaumburg Mayor Robert Atcher said 
he is in favor of the RTA bill despite 
some weaknesses in it, and other offi- 
cials wavered in the middle. 


The conference ended up taking no 


stand on the RTA proposal. 


State Rep. Donald Totten, R-Hoffman 


Estates, told the officials that mass tran- 
sit systems in other cities have produced 
huge deficits - $650 million in 1972 — 
and faltering service. With that track 
record, he said, why should the Chicago 
area join in with its own system destined 
for the same fate? 


STATE SEN. Bradley Glass, 


R-Northfield, disagreed with Totten's as- 
s e s s m e n t of existing mass transit 
agencies and warned that the disjointed 
bus and railroad systems in the suburbs 
will not be able to continue here without 
a regional authority. 


Totten charged that the RTA bill, once 


approved, cannot be amended because of 
wording that protects bondholders. Glass 
said that protection only applies to 
changes in the financial base of the RTA 
that would interfere with payment of 
bonds. 


The RTA bill is a fair compromise con- 


sidering what some of the previously pro- 
posed bills would have provided for the 
suburbs, Glass said. In answer to a ques- 
tion, Glass added that if the RTA referen- 
dum is defeated and is sent back to what 


may be a Democrat-controlled legisla- 
ture for re-drafting, the result could be a 
bill more favorable to the city, perhaps 
with no provision for referendum. 


Totten said he thinks the legislature 


would come up with a better bill next 
time, regardless of the party in control. 


ELK GROVE Village Pres. Charles 


Zettek criticized legislators who say they 
cannot pass another bill. "Is this the end 
of acceptable legislation downstate?" he 
asked. 


Glass said he would work for another 


bill if necessary, but his concern is the 
time involved to work it out, which could 
mean a delay of up to five years in for- 
mation of a new regional authority. 


Since the board members are appoint- 


ed, how do you remove them from of- 
fice; one mayor said. 


Neither speaker had an answer, but 


Glass said it was felt that the method of 
appointment (through county boards) 


and the two-thirds voting requirement on 
major issues are sufficient safeguards. 


Although the RTA would have control 


over federal transportation fund appli- 
cations in the six-county area, Glass 
said, that would not jeopardize munici- 
palities that use federal revenue sharing 
funds for local.transit subsidies, because 
revenue sharing is not on a grant basis. 


TOTTEN SAID a suit has been filed by 


the League of Women Voters challenging 
the right of municipalities to use revenue" 
sharing funds for mass transportation. 


Mrs. Hayter challenged the validity of 


compromises that led to the RTA bill. 


"You can tell Gov. Walker and Mayor 


Daley they took all the worst parts and 
pasted them together," she said. "Psy- 
chologically, you're doing a dangerous 
thing. You're saying you shouldn't-have 
the right to have an auto, and for people 
hi this country, especially men, freedom 
is an automobile."

the authority to expend these funds in 
accordance with the guidelines estab- 
lished by the revenue sharing act." 


Use of revenue sharing for bus ser- 


vices for the elderly has been justified by 
the townships as a social service for the 
aged and the poor, a category allowed in 
the revenue sharing guidelines estab- 
lished by Congress. 


"We feel that what we have done is 


perfectly permissible within the guide- 
lines of the federal revenue sharing act 
and is acceptable within the laws of the 
state of Illinios," Palatine Township Su- 
pervisor Howard I. Olsen said yesterday. 


OLSEN SAID HE did not know how the 


service might be affected by Scott's opin- 
ion. "It's too soon to conjecture what 
would happen if revenue sharing cannot 
be used for it." 


He added the township has allocated 


revenue sharing funds with the knowl- 
edge that the funds have only been au- 
thorized for a five-year period. 


"We have cautioned the agencies we 


have worked with that this is not a per- 
petual care and that they should have 
their houses in order for the future. 


"It's too early to guess what might 


happen. I think the intention of the Con- 
gress was certainly to extend these kind 
of services," Olsen said. "We didn't tell 
them (the Council on Aging) to cancel 
the bus service. For one thing, at best 
it's only an opinion. 


"We're hoping that this can be contin- 


ued because we feel what we're doing is 
right."

< During the hearing, Assistant Atty. 
;,Gen. Peter Kilchenmann called two 
',more inventors who had done business 
•with Imperial and attempted to show 
"they had been promised success and 
^profits by the company. Three other in- 
^venters and a Herald reporter had testi- 
fied earlier in the case. 
"- The hearing was continued after Dela- 
ney heard the two witnesses. He sched- 
uled the next court session for Thursday 
and warned attorneys for both sides 
that if there are any more delays he will 
hold court Saturday and Sunday to com- 
plete the hearing. 


Besides the injunction hearing, which 


is a preliminary matter related to a law- 
suit filed by the Attorney General's Con- 
sumer Fraud and Protection Agency 
charging the company with violation of 
the state Consumer Fraud Act and.de- 
cepMve business practices. 


Five Imperial officials are scheduled 


to go to trial in U. S. District1 Court on 
March 25 on mail fraud charges. 


THE CIRCUIT COURT hearing on the 


injunction request has been continued 
repeatedly since November 'by Imperial's 
attorneys and Delaney's crowded court 
calendar. 


During yesterday's hearing Mrs. Jose- 


phine Casperson of Mount Prospect said 
Imperial officials guaranteed her success 
with an idea for an auto-safety product. 


Another Imperial client, Joseph Salva- 


dor of Chicago, said he also had received 
guarantees of success from Imperial., 


Both persons testified that they had 


paid Imperial more than $700 each for a 
product evaluation and to market their 
products to manufacturers. 


Salvador and Mrs. Casperson said Im- 


perial had done nothing to promote their 
product although they did admit under 
cross-examination they did recieve cop- 
ies of letters from manufacturers stating 
they were not interested in their prod- 
ucts. 


Salvador, who said he had marketed 


several products successfully in Europe, 
said he terminated his contract with Im- 
perial after one year, because "I could 
do in one month what they did not do in 
a year."

For a person who should eat liver oc- 


casionally but doesn't care for it, would 
you say that liver extract or liver pills 
would do just as well?

Liver is a godd food. It is a good 


source of iron and a number of impor- 
tant vitamins. It is also moderately high 
in cholesterol and for those needing to 
limit their cholesterol, which certainly 
includes most men, it should be eaten in 
small amounts, if at all. 


There is nothing in liver you can't get 


from other good foods. The-vitamin en- 
richment and mineral supplements of 
our foods provide a lot of our vitamin 
needs that would be met by liver. 
Recently it has been decided to increase 
the iron in bread and similar products. 
So, I'm not really impressed that a per- 
son who doesn't like liver has to eat it 
today to be sure they are getting all (he 
vitamins or minerals they need. 


You can use liver extract in pill form, 


and you will absorb it as long as your 
stomach generates a substance needed to 
absorb vitamin B-12. If you have lost the 
ability to absorb B-12, as occurs in per- 
nicious anemia, then you would need to 
take shots to get vitamin B-12 in the 
body.

NEW YORK-Much of the American 


laundry and dry cleaning industry will 
gather in New Orleans late in March for 
a convention to discuss survival issues. 


The meeting will be that of the Inter- 


national Fabricare Institute. The surviv- 
al issues concern 'how to meet water and 
air pollution and occupational safety 
standards imposed by the federal and 
state governments, says Dr. Manfred 
Wentz, a German-born scientist who con- 
ducts the institute's research center at 
Silver Spring, Md. 


The new standards are very strict, 


Wentz explained. The industry does not 
regard them as unreasonable but is con- 
cerned over whether the small firms that 
constitute 75 per cent of an industry with 
600,000 workers that grosses $7.2. billion a 
year can meet them on schedule. 


"For the laundry people the problem is 


primarily financial," Wentz said. "It re- 
solves into a simple harsh alternative — 
clean up or pay up." 


HE EXPLAINED THAT 90 per cent of 


America's laundries discharge waste- 
water into municipal treatment plants. 
More and more municipalities, prodded 
by the federal Environmental Protection 
Agency EPA, are raising their standards 
for the quality of acceptable wastewater 
and assessing a sewer tax surcharge on 
all industries that don't meet the new 
standards. 


A 'foundation? 
for the 
little guy?

NEW YORK (UPI) - Any average 


taxpayer faced with the increasing bite 
from his income must think at one time 
or another about establishing himself as 
a foundation and receiving increased tax 
benefits. 


The extremely wealthy do set up foun- 


dations, do reap tax benefits, and they do 
also serve society through the founda- 
tions they finance. 


But how well and what are the relative 


costs as well as the benefits of their ac- 
tivities? 


ONE NEW critique of the big founda- 


tions says one of their chief functions 
now appears to be transfer of funds to 
sustain reputable nonprofit organiza- 
tions. While of value, this function alone 
cannot justify the cost to society in 
terms, for example, of administrative 
costs and the cost of government super- 
vision. 


The most important social cost, how- 


ever, is indirect — "the destructive ef- 
fect on the public's confidence in the na- 
tional tax system because of continued 
tax privileges to the very rich," says the 
critique. 


"There are costs as well as benefits in 


the operation of any institution and there 
are alternatives to philanthropy," it con- 
tinues. "One alternative would be to 
broaden the base of private giving by 
granting additional Incentives to the av- 
erage taxpayer, such as limited direct 
deduction from his tax bill, not merely 
from his taxable income. 


"This might greatly increase the flow 


of charitable funds to nonprofit organiza- 
tions." 


These are some of the conclusions 


reached by Maxwell S. Stewart, secre- 
tary of the Public Affairs Committee, a 
nonprofit educational organization head- 
quartered in New York. 


STEWART is author of "The Big Foun- 


dations," a committee publication. His 
summary in turn is based on a Twentieth 
Century Fund Study by Waldemar A. 
Kielsen, which focused on 33 grant-mak- 
ing foundations, each with assets of $100 
million or more. 


The Public Affairs Committee itself is 


supported by sales of its publications, 
mostly in bulk to various institutions, 
and with an occasional foundation grant, 
a spokesman said. 


The committee publication finds that 


on the whole, despite certain valuable 
contributions, most foundations are 
"overwhelmingly passive, conservative, 
and anchored in the status quo," with a 
strong preference for making their gifts 
to established institutions that are certi- 
fied tax-exempt and to other con- 
ventional charitable projects, 


Stewart does not find this surprising. 


He says that since most of the governing 
boards of trustees of foundations consist 
of members of the business elite with 
close lies to corporate interests, they are 
often "ridden with conflicts of interest 
incompatible with ... devotion to philan- 
thropic purposes and public interest." 


CERTAIN FOUNDATIONS certainly 


measure up, however. Stewart mentions 
the Ford Foundation in particular in the 
area of race relations. The foundation, he 
says, "over a period of about 20 years 
has committed some $230 million to proj- 
ects directly related to the rights and 
needs of black people." 


Stewart cites also the foundations' sup- 


port of the "early work on population 
control and family planning in the face 
of great public indifference and in- 
stitutionalized hostility... 


"Who else would have created a com- 


mission on public broadcasting, financed 
the Conant study of the American high 
school, and created the Kerr Commission 
on higher education?"

We laud anti-censorship move 


The Elk Grove Village Library 


has taken commendable action in 
creating a procedure for patrons to 
complain about a book on the 
shelves while at the same time giv- 
ing notice that no book will be re- 
moved from circulation without a 
court order. 


Here's what the library did: Offi- 


cials there are preparing a way for 


local citizens to fill out a form to 
complain about "objectionable" li- 
brary material. 


The form will ask the library pa- 


tron to detail specifically his or her 
objections to the book or materiaJs. 
But the complaint would not lead 
to automatic removal of the mate- 
rial from the library shelves. In- 
stead, library staff members will

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then try to explain why the book 
was purchased and what benefit it 
holds. 


In an equally welcome move, the 


library board voted to adopt as a 
policy of the library that no book 
can be removed from distribution 
without a formal court order. The 
adopted rule theoretically will pre- 
vent anxious citizens groups or lo- 
cal governments from raiding the 
library or imposing on it their own 
temporary rules of propriety. 


In Elk Grove Village, this new 


rule is particularly ironic since it 
was this village government which 
prohibited the showing of an X- 
rated film at a local theater. 


No such threat of censorship has 


ever been leveled publicly at the 
library, but the natural implica- 
tions of the board's action reflect 
on the movie theater incident. 


Whether a reaction to that in- 


cident, the merits of the library 
board's decision are valid on their 
own terms. By stating forthwith 
that it will take an order from the 


judicial bench to remove a book 
from circulation, the library is 
reinforcing not only its own respon-. 
sibility to select reading material 
for the community, but also the 
community's right to read all man- 
ner of material. 


The idea of a standard form for 


complaints acknowledges that the 
library's staff and board must 
back their decisions to display 
books and material with logic and 
candor. Patrons are entitled to 
know why a book is on the shelves, 
if not singly to prohibit that book 
from being read by others. 


Critics of this plan may say the 


library now allows them to com- 
plain about material but not to do 
something about it, a line of logic 
which forgets that library policies 
can be changed with the 
com- 


position of the board at the next 
election. 


In our view, the Elk Grove Vil- 


lage public library is acting most 
responsibly by acting to keep its 
shelves free from impulsive and 
faddish censorship.

—The constitutional question of Cook 


County's unincorporated-area vehicle tax 
apparently is headed for another court 
battle. The Congress of Homeowners of 
Unincorporated Cook County filed late 
this week a petition for rehearing by the 
Illinois Supreme Court.

Report hits economic myths

WASHINGTON - A simple table in the 


latest report of the President's Council of 
Economic Advisers destroys some eco- 
nomic myths about America. 


Myth 1 — Economic upheavals of the 


past quarter of a century have had a lev- 
eling influence by creating a great, af- 
fluent middle class. 


Myth 2 — Vast numbers of poor have 


moved out of the poverty class at the 
expense of the middle class.'. 


Myth 3 — The rich just keep getting 


richer, in relation to the poor, and the 
poor keep getting poorer. 


Myth 4 — The American economy has 


such great resiliency and flexibility that 
it is able to take cataclysmic shifts in 
stride. 


The table shows there have been no 


cataclysmic shifts in the past quarter 'of 
a century, while pointing up two things 
about the American economy: 


— The pie has gotten bigger, but no 


group of Americans got a bigger slice at 
the expense of any other class: the rich 
clung to then- share, the middle class 
managed to hold on to what they had, 
and the poor remained the poor, relative 
to the remainder of the nation. 


—The American economy has astonish- 


ing stability — or rigidity. 


The factors which make for 'economic 


inequality remained almost unchanged 
over the entire quarter of a century, de- 
spite the fact that the poor narrowed the 
gap with the wealthy on schooling and 
more wives of the middle class and poor 
were working than ever before. 


The table, divided America in five eco- 


nomic groups based on family income, 
the lowest 20 per cent — the poor — were 
shown to have gotten only 5.1 per cent of 
the nation's income in 1947. After 25 
years of struggle, the share of the pie by 
the poor had risen to 5.4 per cent, a dif- 


, ference that could be a result of a statis- 
tical error. 


The second group from the bottom — 


20 per cent of the nation — got 11 per 
cent of the pie 25 years ago. Last year, 
its share had gone up to 11.9, an even 
more significant change. 


The third group increased its share 


from 16.8 per cent to 17.5 per cent, the 
fourth group remained almost stationary,, 
at 23.2 in 1947 as against 23.9 last year. 


The highest income group took a bit of 


a dip, from 43.3 to 41.4 That same dip 


showed up when the Economic Council 
analyzed the pie slice which has been go- 
ing to the richest of the rich — the top 5 
per cent in the nation. In 1947, the top 
group got 17.5 per cent of the nation's 
income; last year, it was 15.9. 


The President's experts were somewhat 


surprised by their own findings. "Quite 
remarkably," they noted, "relative in- 
come shares have hardly varied in the 25 
years." 


They were particularly surprised that 


changes in education 'had not served as 
an economic equalizer, observing in the 
report: 


"The greater opportunities for school- 


ing among persons at all income levels 
and the larger subsidies for training less 
advantaged persons might have been ex- 
pected to reduce earnings in equality."

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U.S. tightens rules for home buyers

Home buyers in some areas of most 


local communities may have problems 
obtaining mortgages after March 1 un- 
less they have already purchased flood 
insurance. ' 


New restrictions, which are set down 


in the Flood Disaster Protection Act of 
1973, will require residents in areas des- 
ignated as flood-prone by the U.S. De- 
partment of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment to acquire the insurance by 
March 1,1974. 


The law will affect residents of Arling- 


ton Heights, Buffalo Grove, Des Plaines, 
Elk Grove Village, Hoffman Estates, 
Mount Prospect, Palatine, Rolling Mead- 
ows, Schaumburg and Wheeling. 


NOT ALL RESIDENTS in these com- 


munities will be affected by the new fed- 


eral provisos — only those who live with- 
in the designated flood-prone zones. 


The zones have been determined by a 


federal survey on all communities which 
have applied for eligibility in the govern- 
ment subsidized flood insurance pro- 
gram. 


Many area communities sought gov- 


ernment approval in late 1972 after 
heavy summer rains deluged the North- 
west suburbs, 


THE NEW LAW, which is a revision of 


the Flood Disaster Protection Act of 
1968, lays down more stringent guidelines 
for controlling construction on land that 
is prone to flooding. 


The law also specifies that persons who 


purchase homes in these areas must 
have the flood insurance before a mort- 
gage can be granted from any financial

TRUCKERS' STRIKE: An emergency resolution to permit 


settlement of the independent truckers' strike passed 374-6.

The trucking industry is regulated by the Interstate Com- 


merce Commission, whose rules normally take 30 days to 
become effective. The resolution suspended the 30-day delay 
and permitted the ICC to issue a regulation, effective imme- 
diately, to authorize the "pass through" of diesel fuel cost 
hikes. 


Supporters of the resolution argued that truckers deserve

U. Gov. Neil Hartigan, blasted this 


week by Gov. Daniel Walker as an "er- 
rand boy" for Chicago Mayor Richard J. 
Daley and a "petty politician" apolo- 
gized for his late arrival at a. Thursday 
Illinois State Chamber of Commerce 
meeting in Des Plaines "because I was 
running a few errands. I'll admit to 
that." 


"There's nothing dull about governing 


in Illinois," he added. Hartigan told 
some 430 business representatives at the 
O'Hare Inn that "there have been a lot of 
errands" in cutting away government 
red tape. 


Citing his work on programs for the 


aged, the handicapped and planning for 
an airport in southern Illinois, Hartigan 
said the same type of cooperative effort 
is needed to solve the energy-shortage 
problem. "This could happen by the 
stroke of a pen," by the governor, he 
said. 


Denying that he's interested in person- 


al issues, the lieutenant governor said it's 
usually the losers who do most of the 
complaining. "I'll leave hand-wringing to 
those on the sidelines," he said. 


Asked about gasoline allocations for 


the Chicago area Hartigan said, "I read 
Gov Walker's press releases just like the 
rest of the people." 


However, state officials and a HUD 


spokesman expressed 
concern about 


many Illinois communities which have 
not requested approval for the flood in- 
surance program. A HUD spokesman 
said about 728 communities in the state 
are designated as flood prone area, but 
that only 15 per cent of those towns have 
applied. 


"We have been doing a lot better in 


recent months in getting persons to apply 
for the insurance," a spokesman said. 


The spokesman added that the govern- 


ment enacted the more stringent provi- 
sions so that the burden of paying for 
disaster damages could be shifted to the 
insurance industry. 


The federal government has paid out 


nearly $5 billion since 1968 for disaster 
relief, 90 per cent of which was provided 
to repair flood damage.

Two Syracuse University professors, 


Thomas Patterson and Robert McClure, 
have .tackled the question, and their con- 
clusions are contained in a study publish- 
ed by the Citizens' Research Foundation, 
Princeton, N. J. 


Jn a summary of the study, the founda- 


tion notes: 
. 
"Voter research prior to the in- 


troduction of television into American 
politics revealed that low interest voters 
ignored most efforts at political' per- 
suasion. Advocates of TV ads argue that 
they help overcome the apathy of these 
voters. The authors found that TV ads do 
indeed have a substantial impact on low 
interest voters, 


"The 
authors suggest the explanation 


for this may be that low interest voters 
are especially susceptible to the in- 
fluence of TV commercials compared to 
high interest voters, who are likely to 
rely on other sources of political infor- 
mation, such as newspapers .and radio 
and TV news broadcasts. 


CONTRARY TO the contentions of crit- 


ics, moderately interested voters are af- 
fected by TV political ads even more 
than less interested voters." 


In its summary of the study, the foun- 


dation adds: 


"Based on their findings for the 1972

presidential campaign, the authors rea- 
son that in campaigns for other offices, 
television advertising should have even 
greater impact and should influence high 
interest voters, the most, due to the lack 
of political coverage from other informa- 
tion sources. 


"In addition, they argue thai in any 


campaign, TV commercials should have 
greater impact in primary than general 
elections, for the same reason." 


Patterson ar/d McClure ''monitored the 


television exposure of over 600 voters 
during the 1972 presidential campaign," 
according to the foundation's summary. 
"They analyzed the impact of three TV 
spots sponsored by 'Democrats for Nix- 
on' which attacked George McGovern's 
stands on issues and his leadership quali- 
ties." 


AMONG THE results of this survey in 


the study — "Political Advertising? Vot- 
er Reaction to Televised Political Com- 
mercials" — were these, says the sum- 
mary: 


• Political commercials "appear to be 


more effective when they communicate 
issue, rather than image, information." 


• They "are an important source of in- 


formation for certain voters."

Bob enjoys acting. Shirley likes direct- 


ing. And more often than not, Masque 
and Staff patrons see both names listed 
on the night's playbill. 


"He loves to give me a hard time, but 


he Is very good about it," said Shirley, 
who is used to casting her husband in 
plays. "Bob is the type who is slow 
learning his lines, but on opening night 
he always knows them. The audience 
turns him on." 


THOUGH Bob's face may be more fa- 


miliar to theatergoers because of his nu- 
merous stage appearances, Shirley puts 
it all together. She has directed almost 
every play produced by the Elk Grove 


Village community theater group in its 
15-year existence. That makes 36. And 
No. 37, "Butterflies Are Free," has al- 
ready been announced for spring. 


Will Bob try out? Well, if he doesn't, 


his wife will put him to work backstage. 


While other theater groups in the area 


are noted for trading actors and direc- 
tors, Masque and Staff takes care of its 
own. The group is very community ori- 
ented, very closeknit. Those who drop 
out do so only because they move away. 


Shirley Johnson helped institute Mas- 


que and Staff and she has been resident 
director right from the start. Only during 
an emergency has somebody else taken 
over. And then it was someone from 
within the group itself. 


"WE TRY TO KEEP the closeness and 


informality of our group," said Shirley. 
"The 
members do personally 
care 


about each other. We don't hire from out- 


side and we also always try to cast from 
within our membership." 


"We want our people to take part and 


grow. This is what community theater is 
all about," she added. 


Shirley has always been interested in 


theater. While still single and working in 
Chicago, she became active with the 
Union League Players who performed 
for youth groups and other organizations 
throughout the city. 


She also was a member of the drama 


council for the Fourth Presbyterian 
Church which annually staged a variety 
pageant. As the council's activities ex- 
panded, Shirley began directing plays for 
the church.

work as a child. Her first and second 
grade teacher used to take an hour sev- 
eral times a week to teach the girls in 
her class how to embroider.

sently reside. Though Carefree is only a 
small town of 200, Ruth now employes 
eight full-tune artists to design and paint 
patterns for her line which is being sold

Ruth Downs 
also has patterns for bicycle seats, loa- 
fers and slippers, back packs, lamp 
bases, book ends and a little sign that 
reads, "Thanks for not smoking," which 
is being made up in several different 
sizes. 


"That one has been very popular," she 


laughed. "Shopkeepers love it and some 
people are making them up to hang in 
their cars." Ruth thought that one up 
herself since she is bothered by ex- 
cessive smoke. 


All needlework is becoming more 


prominent and popular because people 
are staying borne much more, she contin- 
ued. 


MRS. 
DOWNS CARRIES her work 


with her even when she is on the move, 
particularly whenever she 'is flying. 


During a flight from Arizona to Chi- 


cago, Ruth taught the teenager seated 
beside her to needlepoint, claiming that 
anyone can learn the basic stitch in 10 to 
15 minutes. Her youngest pupil was 6 and 
her clientele includes both men and 
women. 


"Men are needlepointing for the same 


reasons as women. They find it relaxing 
and it is something that they can do that 
will be worthwhile and long lasting. 


"The real excitement in needlepoint 


comes with the endless line of colors now 
available in yarns and learning to use all 
the different stitches," she said. 


THERE ARE 100 altogether though 


Mrs. Downs recommends learning toe 
basic stitch first since it is always used 
as a filler. "But then one should gradu- 
ate," she commented. 


"It's nice to add a textured stitch 


sometimes though I recommend them 
only when they are able to enhance or 
improve a design." 


In working out one's own pattern or 


choosing a kit, Mrs. Downs feels an indi- 
vidual should keep in mind what the 
piece will be used for, and how it can 
best complement a room if it will add to 
home decoration. Colors and mesh size 
should then also be selected accordingly. 


"There appears to be a craze for Ori- 


ental designs right now," said Mrs. 
Downs, adding that a demand for specif- 
ic designs appears to fluctuate with the 
news. 


"SOUTHWEST designs are currently

If it's Indian, it's in! Suddenly Indian 


American antiques and collectibles are 
the most popular things around, and this 
is one instance where the interest has 
traveled north and east, rather than the 
opposite directions, which is the way 
most antique fads go. 


I recall that about three years ago, an 


antiques dealer from Albuquerque, N. 
Mex., came to a local show and not only 
cotildn't sell his Indian artifacts and jew- 
elry, but couldn't even get anyone to stop 
and look at them. I talked to him for a 
time, and he decided he was "too soon" 
in this area and that he had better stick 
closer to home. 


I am speaking primarily of the south- 


west Indian crafts, particularly those or 
the Navajo, Hop! and Zuni. All Indian 
items are good, but these are the "big 
three." In jewelry, especially, they have 
cornered the market with their silver 
and turquoise, coral, abalone shell and 
other semi-precious stones. 


A HANDMADE "squah blossom" neck- 


lace Inlaid with chunks of turquoise sells 
for several hundred dollars, Navajo rugs 
are being snapped up for wall decor and 
baskets of all designs are very popular. 
Some early Indian baskets, those which 
date from the 1700s or 1800s had price 
tags in the hundreds of dollars at a big 
antiques show last spring. I'm sure it 
would be difficult to distinguish a really 
old basket from a newer one, unless one 
has studied the characteristics and de- 
signs and become an "expert." 


In the San Ildefenso tribe in New Mexi- 


co, there lives an ancient little lady who 
can take a bit of clay, mold it into a ves- 
sel in the time-honored coiled spiral 
method, inscribe it with her name, 
Maria, and be certain it will find its way 
into a museum or wealthy collection. 


Maria, an octogenarian, is famous for

her distinctive "black on black" pottery, 
which is exhibited in museums through- 
out the nation.

Band continue to get better with each 
album, making their newest, "Windfall" 
(MCA Becords), their best. 


Nelson, who several years ago left be- 


hind the antiseptic, teeny-bopper rock he 
was so successful with in the late '50s 
and early '60s, continues to mold out his 
own pleasing patch of the country-rock 
scene. But more and more the accent 
has shifted to the rock and this time out 
there's a bit of jazz flavor to the album.

THE ALBUM BEGINS with "Legacy," 


a loving nature song, and then kicks into 
one of its strongest songs — "Someone 
To Love," written by Nelson. With the 
accent on the bass, drums and fuzz gui- 
tar, the song rocks in a slow, steady 
way. It is one of the songs you keep hum- 
ming after you've heard the album, 


The aforementioned "Legacy" is one 


of four songs written by Dennis Larden, 
the band's new lead guitarist. The best of 
these is "Evil Woman Child" with its bit 
of funk and, the plaintive "Don't Leave 
Me Here," which ends side one. 


Larden also co-wrote the title song 


with Nelson, and like "Legacy" the song 
shows a concern for nature and her 
rhythms. It ends the album. 


Two other fine songs are "Wild Nights 


in Tulsa," a very tasteful rocker, and "I 
Don't Want To Be Lonely Tonight," with 
its fine Nelson vocal. They are the only 
two songs not written by band members.

vided everything for its present melo- 
drama being staged at the Guild Play- 
house in Des Plaines.

Spassky still primary threat to Fischer 


At this moment, Boris Spassky appears 


to be the No. 1 obstacle to Bobby Fis- 
cher's would-be "Millennium" reign as 
world champion. Not only has Fischer 
been dangerously inactive but Spassky 
has continued his recent show of superb 
form as he demolished Robert Byrne in 
their recent match. 


Byrne may have sat down to play the 


third game of that match with some op- 
timism. He had drawn with Boris in the 
first two games. But sensitive observers 
were keenly aware that he had been dan- 
gerously on the defensive in those games 
with both white and black.

The decisive moment came without 


warning. Our first diagram shows the po- 
sition reached after Byrne's (white's) 
19th move. Robert has just innocently 
played B-NS, answering the threatened 
pawn capture of his knight with a direct 
attack on Spassky's queen. Spassky 
shocked most observers, especially 
Byrne, by playing 19 ...

Spassky's queen sacrifice was appar- 


ently a decisive psychological blow. For 
in the very next game, Byrne followed 
uncharacteristically weak play in the 
opening with an ungrandmasterly blun- 
der.

haywire and played 16 . . . P-N4. There 
ensued . . . 17. PxP, PxP, 18. RxR, 
RxR; 19. BxNP,; NxP, 20. NxN, BxN;

Byrne, to his embarrassment, could 


not play his planned 21 ...

Boris Spassky will now meet the "en- 


fant terrible," Anatole Karpov, another 
Herculean labor on the road to Fischer. 
Byrne will merely start all over again. 
Hopefully 'he'll remind himself of his his- 
toric qualifying performance in Lenin- 
grad, and remember that Spassky him- 
self had even worse moments against 
Fischer.

money. The guidelines are from the 
Commerce Clearing House of Chicago, a 
national authority on lax law. 


During the past several years, the In- 


ternal Revenue Service has made impor- 
tant changes in the returns and supple- 
mental schedules and forms required of 
individual taxpayers, and this trend con- 
tinues for 1973. 


Here is a sketch of some of the more 


important 1973 changes: 


Form 1040A. the "short form" income 


tax return, which was reintroduced as a 
tax return for wage earners in 1972, can 
be used by more taxpayers in 1973. The 
Internal Revenue Service will allow 
wage earners who have dividend and in- 
terest income in addition to wages to file 
1040A in every case. 


In 1972, the use of Form 1040A was 


barred to wage earners who had more 
than $200 in either dividend or interest 
income. For 1973, this restriction is re- 
moved and wage earners, regardless of 
the amount of their dividend or interest 
income, may file Form 1040A if they oth- 
erwise meet the requirements for filing 
this form. 


Another change that will permit more 


taxpayers to file Form 1040A for 1973 in- 
volves tax payments made by taxpayers 
in 1973. Taxpayers who made estimated 
tax payments during 1973, or who can 
deduct excess Social Security taxes that 
were withheld from two or more employ- 
ers from their tax liabilities, will be able 
to use Form 1040A for 1973. For 1972, the 
use of 1MOA was banned for a taxpayer 
who claimed a credit for estimated tax 
payments or excess Social Security tax 
deductions. 


STILL ANOTHER important change is 


that the Internal Revenue Service, if the 
taxpayer wishes, will compute the tax on 
Form 1040A regardless of the amount of 
income reported on the form. For 1972, 
the IRS would compute the tax on Form 
1MOA only if the total income reported 
was S20.000 or less. 


However, taxpayers should be aware 


that the use of Form 1040A can cost them 
unnecessary tax dollars even though they 
are otherwise eligible to use the form. 


This is because a Form 1040A user is 


denied the right to itemize his personal 
deducations for medical expenses, inter- 
est, charitable contributions, and the 
like. 


Nor may he deduct employe business 


expenses or take the sick pay exclusion. 


ALSO: SPECIAL TAX credits are bar- 


red on Form 1040A. These include the 
retirement income credit, investment tax 
credit and credit for foreign taxes. 


The taxpayer should weigh the loss of 


these items in determining whether he 
should file Short Form 1040A or the regu- 
lar Form 1040. 


There are two significant changes to 


Ihe 1973 regular or "long" form 1040. 
First, the familiar Schedule 6 - on 
which dividend and interest income was 
reported in prior years — has been elimi- 
nated. For 1973. a taxpayer simply lists 
his dividend and interest income on page 
1 of Form 1040. Capital gain distributions 
usually received from mutual funds are 
reported in Part 1 of Form 1040 or on 
Schedule D of Form 1040 if the taxpayer 
has other capital gains and losses to re- 
port or uses the alternative tax comput- 
ation. 


THE SECOND important change on 


Form 1040 involves the requirement of a 
separate listing for certain charitable 
and medical expense deductions that 
are itemized on the 1973 Schedule A. 
Taxpayers no longer have to list the 
name and amount given to each charity 
where they have receipts, cancelled 
checks and money orders to substantiate 
the deduction. 


Instead, taxpayers need list only the 


total amount of such deductions in Sched- 
ule A. Likewise, taxpayers do not have to 
list the names and amounts paid to each 
doctor or hospital for a medical deduc- 
tion being claimed in 1973. Rather, the 
expenses are listed in total under the cat- 
egories of doctors and dentists, and hos- 
pitals. 


However, taxpayers must list other 


types of medical and dental expenses 
separately. These include hearing aid, 
denture, eye glass and transportation ex- 
penses. 


TAXPAYERS WILL also find it easier 


to forward their tax dollars to the Presi- 
dential Election Campaign Fund under 
the "tax checkoff" system in 1973.

This optional feature allows taxpayers 


to designate that $1, one each for a hus- 
band and wife filing a joint return, is to 
go to the fund for use in the 1976 presiden- 
tial election. This designation will not in- 
crease the amount in taxes that a person 
has to pay nor will it decrease any re- 
fund. 


In 1972, this designation was made on a 


separate form. 


For 1973, the designation is made 


directly on Forms 1040A and 1040. Fur- 
thermore, if a taxpayer forgot to make 
this designation on his 1972 income tax 
return, he can make the 1972 designation 
on his 1973 return. 


NQT EVERYTHING classifies as tax- 


able income. Many taxpayers receive in- 
come which is not taxable. 


Some of these items are: 
Accident and health insurance pro- 


ceeds, unless reimbursing previously de- 
ducted medical expenses; annuities, to 
extent of investment, bequests and de- 
vises, board and lodging on the business 
premises and for the convenience of the 
employer. For the value of the lodging to 
be tax-free, the lodging must be accepted 
as a condition of employment. Damages 
recovered for personal injuries or sick- 


Also: dividends and unmatured life in- 


surance policies; dividends up to $100; 
employe's death benefits up to $5,000; 
gifts and inheritances; interest on bonds 
of a state, city or other political subdivi- 
sion, excluding certain municipal bond 
issues; value of lessee's improvements to 
lessor. 


Also: life insurance proceeds paid on 


death of insured; old-age and survivors 
benefit payments under the Social Secur- 
ity Act or Railroad Retirement Act; 
scholarships and fellowships, limited 
where recipient is not a candidate for a 
degree; sick pay, limited to $75 or $100 
per week depending upon percentage of 
regular pay; stock dividends or stock 
rights, unless disproportionate, or in lieu 
of money, or on preferred stock; tax re- 
funds, state or federal, of taxes not pre- 
viously deducted; unemployment bene- 
fits under Railroad Unemployment Insur- 
ance Act or state unemployment com- 
pensation laws; veteran's disability pen- 
sions, and Workmen's Compensation 
Acts payments.

Dramatic windups to North, South title chases

Showdown time in Mid-Suburban basketball 


A Herald stall report 


So It has come down to this. 
The final night of regular Mid-Subur- 


ban League basketball action is at hand, 
and the North and South division races 
are still up in the air. 


Tonight, anything can happen in the 


wild North as Arlington (10-2) entertains 
Mersey (9-3), and Wheeling (10-2) visits 
Fremd (4-8). Arlington, Mersey, and 
Wheeling all have a chance at the title. 


In another game in the North, Palatine 


(4-8) plays at Rolling Meadows (Ml). 


The South crown will go to Conant if 


the Cougars (10-2) can defeat Elk Grove 
(6-6) at home, but if they lose to the 
Grens, and Forest View (9-3) tops vis- 
iting Schaumburg (Ml), the Falcons will 
be champs. 


Prospect (7-5) hosts Buffalo Grove (1- 


11) in the other South contest. 


MERSEY AT ARLINGTON 


"The important stakes for this matchup, 
of course, involve the championship play- 
off and Arlington's yen to participate 
again. They were bumped off by Pros- 
pect last season and would like nothing 
better than another crack next Tuesday 


when the teams are paired off down the 
line. 


"We know we're in for a tough battle 


but I have to like our position better than 
the others because we can, in a sense, 
control our own destiny right now," said 
Card coach George Zigman. 


Zigman noted that Wheeling's hopes 


lie chiefly in a Mersey victory while any 
Hersey aspirations have to be coupled 
with a Wildcat defeat at Fremd tonight. 
"We, on the other hand, will have no one 
to blame but ourselves if we don't make 
the playoffs . . . it's out there waiting for 
us tonight if we want it bad enough," 
Zigman said. 


Arlington will have playmaker-guard 


Jerry DeSimone back at full strength 
tonight after a recent bout with the flu, 
so the Cardinals' usual starting lineup 
figures to be intact.. 


"We played poorly against them last 


time out, and if we do it again, we'll lose 
again," Zigman remarked. "They're 
stronger now with (Clyde) Glass in the 
lineup, and they get sky high for this ri- 
valry any way." 


Last year, Arlington won both games 


in the series, but the Huskies won four in 


a row before that. Hersey's a 6-5 overall 
edge. 


"The formula is remote for us to win," 


Hersey coach Roger Stei'ngraber admit- 
ted, "but we're going to be fighting to 
win our game, I promise you that." 


Stelngraber reports that his team is 


healthy and is in good spirits after losing 
a tough decision to Wheeling a week and 
one-half ago. 


"I guess we have to be stronger with 


Glass," Stemgraber said of his 6-6 soph 
forward who missed the first battle be- 
cause of a sprained ankle." Clyde makes 
the Hersey front line even stronger with 
6-11 Dave Corzine and 6-6 Rich Madison 
flanked at the center and forward slots. 


"I guess their guards are a little 


quicker than ours, so a lot depends on 
how well we rebound against them. We 
came on strong after spotting them a 
lead (19-8) last time and I think the fact 
that we were able to limit them to one 
shot was the difference," Steingraber 
concluded 


WHEELING AT FREMD 


The Wheeling Wildcats have done ev- 


erything coach Ted Ecker could ask of 
them. They defeated Hersey last week in 


the big North division showdown, and 
tonight, if they beat Fremd, the 'Cats 
will boast an 11-2 conference mark. The 
two losses were against Arlington, and 
only if the Cardinals lose tonight against 
Hersey will Wheeling have a chance at 
the title. 


Ecker's boys have shown that they can 


match any team on the basketball court 
on any given night. The Wildcats even 
downed Arlington at the Centralia tour- 
nament in December. 


The front line of George Kaage, Bill 


Pickler, and Bob Westnch performed ad- 
mirably against Hersey, confirming the 
notion that Wheeling, despite its size, can 
rebound with the taller teams And Eck- 
er's backcourt duo — Scott Keenan and 
Bill Kenney — showed that they may be 
the top play makers in the area. 


The Wildcat coach will have to guard 


against a letdown by his boyS tonight, 
but that shouldn't be tough, considering 
the position Wheeling is in. The 'Cats can 
win their first MSL championship since 
1968-69. 


Fremd, meanwhile, has to be smarting 


from an 84-70 setback heaped upon them 
by neighboring Palatine last Friday. And

And what are you wearing tonight? 


There are those readers out there who 


will scream long and loud that this news- 
paper favors certain schools in its sports 
coverage. 


No matter what you say, or how you 


present it, people can't believe our 
sportswrlters are impartial, 


"You favor Arlington," they screamed 


when Arlington was dominating sports in 
the Mid-Suburban League. 


"You favor Hersey," they scream now 


as the Huskies set the pace in the overall 
sports standings, shooting for their third 
straight Paddock Cup. 


It's funny but we're always accused of 


"favoring" the schools that win the titles 
and grab the headlines. 


Nobody wants to believe It, hut the 


sportSMriters for the Herald are un- 
biased. What other sane policy Is there to 
follow In an area of such sensitivity? We 
have to be unbiased. We're not nuts. 


We play up the teams that are doing 


well because that's the way any sports 
section operates. It's a little hard to jus- 
tify equal coverage for teams with 15-5 
and 5-15 records. 


It seems to make little difference how 


hard you try to create some balance in 
coverage, or how hard a writer tries to 
go "down the middle" in a story in- 
volving two area teams. People like to 
read things into a story that just aren't 
there, words that they insist "show defi- 
nite favoritism" for a particular school. 


Because there are so many petty jea- 


lousies between towns packed so closely 
together, the problems increase every 
time another school is added to the 
mushrooming Herald area. 


1 remember the first time I really be- 


came aware of this problem of area sen- 
slllvlty. It was at the lint basketball 
meeting In history between Prospect and 
Arlington high schools In i960, • regional 
title confrontation In Palatine. 


I went to the game as a spectator, not 


as a reporter. As a reporter, there are no 
problems with where you sit. There's

usually a spot available at the scorer's 
table. 


As a spectator, it's a whole new ball 


game. As a spectator, you fend for your- 
self and on this particular night, I knew 
there would be a tremendous crowd. 


Even then there were cries of "favor- 


itism" in our sports pages so my biggest 
problem as I entered the Palatine gym 
was where to sit. If a Herald sportswri- 
ter sat on the Prospect side, he would be 
accused of favoring the Knights. If he sat 
on the Arlington side, he would be ac- 
cused of favoring the Cardinals 


It was with a great deal of apprehen- 


sion that I entered the gym. The Pala- 
tine officials saved me. The crowd was 
so large that chairs had to be put on the 
floor at one end of the gym. I found a 
choir right in the middle on a direct line 
with the basket and proceeded to watch 
one of the most exciting games in his- 
tory from a strrtctly neutral position. 


It's not always that easy. There have 


been many times through the years when 
I went as a spectator and had to pick a 
side of the stands, I finally decided to 
look for the visitor's side regardless be- 
cause there are more seats available. 


That doesn't always help. There have 


been many times through the years when 
I would be sitting on the visitor's side 
and some fan would stop by and make 
some crack about "favoring" that team. 


"It's not surprising to see you over 


here," they say. "Paddock is always 


partial to this school." 


This mainly applies to basketball be- 


cause you can get lost pretty easy in a 
football crowd at night — or you can al- 
ways stand with an end zone view. 


A part time assignment as a color man 


on radio each Friday night has helped 
solve my problem of where to sit, but 
there still are those times — like last 
week's Hersey at Wheeling game — 
when a decision must be made on a

share the title or win it outright. The cul- 
prit is Glenbrook North whose Spartans 
are 11-0 and leaders in the North divi- 
sion. 


The Spartans are solid favorites in two 


season-ending road games — tonight at 
Maine East and next Friday evening at 
Glenbrook South. Indeed, they still need 
one win to erase New Trier West's chan- 
ces at a North division co-title.

Girl scores 5 points in 


boys game 'just for fun

So Rachel Lavin wants to be on 


the boys basketball team at 
Mather High School. The Chicago 
girl has taken her case to the 
courthouse to force her school to 
let her play. 


Rachel may still be legally en- 


twined next year when Sandy 
Rainey is pulling down rebounds 
and piling up the points for the 
girls team at Wheeling High. 


"1 think she's nuts," Sandy 


said good-naturedly, when asked 
about Ms. Lavin's liberationist 
plans, 


Sandy should know. 
The 14-year-old Wheeling girl 


recently played in an eighth 
grade boys basketball game for 
Jack London Junior High. Sandy 
is five-feet-eight inches and 115 
pounds of sugar and spice. In six 
minutes on the court against 
Holmes Junior High, she scored 
five points. 


"I was a little nervous," she 


said bashfully. "It was kind of 
strange — I mean, the boys play 
differently than we do.' And when 
I'd look around, instead of girls, 
I'd see boys. 


"This was just for fun," Sandy 


continued. "I wouldn't want to 
play on the boys team all the 
time." 


Sandy has been a member of 


London Junior High's girls bas- 
ketball squad which has gone un- 
defeated in 26 games over a two- 
year span. School officials let her 
play one game with the boys af- 
ter the completion of (he girls' 
season. 


"We were trying to get some 


publicity for our girls basketball 
program," said Sandy's princi- 
pal, Gerald Kiffel. "Some people 
got all upset about it — they 
don't like the girls competing 
with the boys. We weren't trying 
to start a feminist movement or 
anything. We just wanted to 
create a little interest in girls' 


basketball. It was only a one-shot 
thing." 


The London Junior High boys 


evidently didn't mind the female 
intrusion into their world. "Our 
boys liked it," Kiffel noted, "but 
the other team wasn't too crazy 
about it." 


But Holmes Junior High lost 


the game, too. 


Kiffel and Sandy agree that 


girls' athletics has a place of its 
own. 
"Generally 
speaking, 
I 


wouldn't want to see girls play- 
ing on boys teams," said Kiffel, 
"but I'd argue that some of the 
girls could compete with the 
guys in some sports." 


Sandy focused on the different 


levels of competition. "Normally, 
guys are a lot stronger," she 
said. "But if girls get a chance to 
play, they can do well in some 
sports." 


Kiffel feels that the integration 


of girls' and boys' sports will 
lead to the demise of girls athlet- 
ics. He argues that eventually 
the boys will drive even the most 
proficient girls from competition. 


The London Junior High princi- 


pal seemed pleased with the epi- 
sode, despite some negative feed- 
back, and he praised the 14-year- 
old student who brought the 
whole thing off. 


"Actually, she's a very good 


player," Kiffel said. "She's the 
only girl good enough to play 
with the boys. I'm sure she's 
looking forward to playing bas- 
ketball in high school. But not 
with the boys." 


Sandy Rainey, currently active 


in the volleyball program at Lon- 
don Junior High, says that athlet- 
ics means a lot to her. The 
eighth grader has played basket- 
ball with the boys — that's about 
as liberated as a 14-year-old can 
get.

operations of the current school board, 
will not support incumbents Jeremiah 
CYise and Jack Lnnc in the April 13 elec- 
tion.

School head 
raps caucus 
for decision 


School Dist. 21 Supt. Kenneth Gill yes- 


terday was angered at the decision of the 
Dist. 21 General Caucus not to endorse 
incumbents Jeremiah Crise and Jack 
Lane in the spring school board election. 


As a school superintendent, Gill said he 


feels he should stay out of the actual 
election process, but he strongly objects 
to the method used by the caucus to eval- 
uate and consider incumbents. He has no 
quarrel with the caucus decision to sup- 
port Carol Karzen, 430 Regent Dr., Buf- 
falo Grove, but feels the group also 
should have endorsed Crise and Lane. 


All candidates seeking the endorse- 


ment of the caucus were asked the same 
set of questions by the screening com- 
mittee in interviews preceding Wednes- 
day night's endorsement vote by the gen- 
eral membership. Resumes of those in- 
terviews, written by the screening com- 
mittee, were distributed to the delegates 
- before they quizzed the candidates. 


A L T H O U G H INCUMBJJftNlK^were 


specifically asked by the screeningJcom- 
mittee what contributions they, felt .they 
had made while serving on the- 
1 board, 


Gill teels the interviews are not a 'good 
measure of the effectiveness 
of in- 


cumbent school boai'd members. 


"It is inconveivable Jo me as an oper- 


ating superintendent who's worked with 
these board members Car years that they 
would tell them that all those years of 
service are no good when those people 
don't know what they've been doing," 
Gill said. 


With the interview process used by the 


caucus, Gill feels it is possible that can- 
didates who are glib have the best 
chance of getting the group's support. 


"It's more important to me any time 


what a person has done than what he 
says," the superintendent said. "Any- 
body can say anything." 


GILL HELPED to form the Dist. 21 


caucus in 1961 and said he has contended 
all along that the group should be very 
cautious about not endorsing an in- 
cumbent without very good reasons. 


"I've always argued that I don't think 


the caucus has the right to withhold sup- 
port of an incumbent unless they know 
for sure that he hasn't served well or 
that he's done .some'disservice to the 
community." 


'I realize that I'm speaking from a 


biased viewpoint as a superintendent," 
Gill continued, "But I guess I'm in a bet- 
ter position than anyone to know how 
much time and effort they've given to 
the job,"

Village to press fight 
for street installation 


by LYNN ASINOF 


The Village of Wheeling is near the end 


of its legal rope in trying to get two 
streets installed in the Hollywood Ridge 
subdivision. 


Trustee Ed Berger said the village will 


make one more attempt,in court to get 
developer George Harheii of Preference 
Homes to finish work on Berkshire Drive 
and Mockingbird Lane. "If that doesn't 
work, the village will have to put in the 
streets themselves," he said. 


Trustee John' Koeppen said that a per- 


formance bond for the streets had not 
been filed properly when the plans for 
the subdivision were first approved. He 
said the bond did not list the Village of 
Wheeling, and therefore the village had 
no control over the release of that bond. 


"In this case, the Village of Wheeling 


was not on that bond," he said. "Some- 
body slippcj up." No one seems to 
know, however, who that "somebody1' 
was in the early 1960s. 


While the base road bed has been in 


for several years, Harhen has not yet put 
the final coat on the roads. Harhen has 
said he is waiting for construction in the 
area to be completed before surfacing 
the streets. 


Over the years, however, the street 


bed has deteriorated, and there are now 
large chuckholes on both Berkshire 
Drive and Mockingbird Lane. The chuck- 
holes are a source of recurrent con- 
troversy, with residents complaining that 
the streets are dangerous. 


The village has been fighting with Har-. 


hen over the matter for several years. 
Most recently, a court suit filed by the 
village was dismissed. The village asked 
for an injunction to make Harhen pave 
the streets. The court ruled that the vil- 
lage should sue Harhen for failing to live 


up to his agreements with the village, 
rather than seeking an injunction. 


VILLAGE ATTY. Paul Hamer said he 


will now ask the village board for per- 
mission to pursue the suit against Har- 
hen based on the court ruling. 


The trustees also explained that Har- 


hen did not have $1,000 in escrow for 
each house to cover needed improve- 
ments, contrary to residents' under- 
standing. 


Berger asked the residents to be 


patient while the village tried one final 
suit to get Harhen to install the streets.-

waited long enough for their streets to te 
paved. The audience applauded Plan 
Commissioner Gil Monoson, 42 Berkshire 
Dr., when he said the village should in- 
stall the streets.

the difference," he said. ''To say we7ve 
been in court and everything else I think 
is a cop-out." 
; 


Monoson said he had been thinking-of 


filing a class action suit against Harhen 
because of the roads. He said, however^ 
he thought the village should initiate any 


' court action. 


If the village does end up installing the 


two streets, the board members said the 
project will be expensive since the street 
beds are in poor condition and will also 
have to be replaced. Any such street im- 
provements, however, would be financed 
with state motor fuel tax funds.

Meanwhile, it is spending $300 to $400; a 


year to repair chuckholes hi the unpaved 
streets.

Legal hat lie uilh village may ensue 
Elk Grove theater will screen X-rated 'Miss Jones'

"The Devil in Miss Jones" is coming 


back to Elk Grove Village, and this time 
the owner of the Elk Grove Cinema says 
there's going to be the devil to pay if the 
village closes him down again. 


The controversial X-rated film, once 


removed from the suburban theater by 
action on the part of Elk Grove Village 
officials, will be shown tonight, And this 
time village officials apparently are go- 
ing to let the film be screened, although 
they say they may yet go to court to 
block its continued showing in the com- 
munity. In fact', a legal battle between 
the theater owner and the village may.be 
brewing. 


Walter Pancoe, owner of the Elk Grove 


Cinema, yesterday filed suit in U.S. Dis- 
trict Court seeking a temporary in- 
junction, blocking the village from pre- 
venting his showing of the X-rated mov- 
ie, "The Devil In Miss Jones." 


Pancoe is also seeking $250,000 in dam- 


ages in the suit, which names the village 
board, Village Mgr. Charles Willis, Vil- 
lage Pres. Charles .Zettck and chief of 
police, Harry Jenkins as defendants. 
Pancoe had earlier claimed. he was 
'coerced" by the village into canceling a 
scheduled showing of. "Miss Jones", last 
month. 
. 
' 


A HEARING ON THE request for a 


temporary injunction is scheduled for 10 


a.m. today before U.S. District Court 
Judge James Parsons. 


The suit, according to Pancoe's attor- 


ney, Patrick Tuite, will seek to enjoin 
the village from enforcing its ordinance, 
which the suit contends is "uncon- 
stitutional." 


Pancoe originally planned to show, the 


film starting Jan, 4, but substituted, an- 
other film after a visit by several village 
officials, who asked him not to show the 
film. 
• 


Pancoe claimed he had been losing 


money by showing almost exclusively, 
family-type films, He said the showing of 
"Miss Jones" was an attempt,to recoup 
losses so he could continue to show fami- 
ly-type' entertainment. Pancoe said that 


an estimated 7,000 people were turned 
away during the week "Miss Jones" was 
scheduled 'to run, compared 
to the 


theatre's usual attendance of 1,500 to 
3,000. 


"I'm determined we're going to show it 


this time . . . and we're not going to be 
coerced out of it," said Pancoe. "It's a 
well followed picture that was the fifth 
biggest grossing picture at the box office 
last year," he added. , 


PANCOE SAID that, only one other 


X-rated movie made more than "Miss 
Jones," in 1973, "The, Last Tango in 
Paris." "Miss Jones," he; added, "has 
been playing in Cook County for 10 
months without a prosecution." 


Pancoe said he doesn't plan to make 


X-rated movies a regular fare at the 
theatre. ''We've only shown two R-rated 
films here since August," Pancoe said. 
"Sometimes, an X-rated movie is all 
that's available to me," he said. 


Some of the R-rated films shown at the 


t h e a t r e include "Deliverance,"' and 
"Save the Tiger." 


Village officials, most of whom have 


not seen - "Miss Jones," were taken 
aback by Pence's suit. Willis said the 
theater would not be closed, but that 
officials will view the film. 


"If we do decide to make a complaint, 


it will be up to a judge to determine if 
the movie is obscene and violates the 
anti-obscenity ordinance this board has 
passed," he said.

Village looks to future, but can't help remembering 


early-morning tragedy that took 3 firemen's lives 


by JULIA BAUER 


On Feb. 23,1973, they died, and the 


ruins of the fire-gutted building 
where they lost their lives is boarded 
up, a tragic reminder of the three 
volunteer firemen who perished 
there. 


In the year that followed the 


deaths of Palatine firemen John Wil- 
son, Richard Freeman and Warren 
Ahlgrlm, $42,500 has been donated to 
a special trust for the seven children 
left fatherless from the blaze; $12,000 
came for the families through a spe- 
cial American Legion and Inverness 
drive. Salt Creek Rural Park District 
park may be renamed Firemen's 
Park in honor of the men, and How- 
ard Freeman, a 20-year veteran on 
the volunteer force, has retired from 
the fire department in the wake of 
his son's death. 


Tomorrow at noon, a wreath will 


be placed in front of the Ben Frank- 
lin store by the Downtown Merchants 
Assn. in memory of the three fire- 
men. No other memorial services are 
planned because people closest to the 
tragedy say they want to shake the 
shadow of the tragedy and move on 
to a new life. 


FIRE CHIEF Orville Helms, who 


has been in the department for more 
than 20 years, said yesterday that 
men on the force are "shunning 
away" from any kind of formal cere- 
mony for their comrades. Instead, 
the department is looking ahead to a 
better-equipped, full time profes- 
sional force. 


Three full time firefighters will 


join the force this year, bringing the 
department up to 14 professional fire- 
men and 20 volunteers 


"I think we're improving as we go 


along," said Helms But he added 


that, "at the rate we're going, it'll 
be several more years before we'll 
be staffed full time." For now, only 
the Col/ax Street station is manned 
at night, and most firemen are still 
called to the fire scene from their 
homes or jobs. 


An addition to the Colfax Street 


station is on the drawing board, to 
add three equipment bays and living 
space at a cost of $228,000. 


HELMS HAS ALSO asked for mon- 


ey to construct a training tower, at 
an estimated cost of $56,000, although 
village approval is not expected this 
year 


Future plans still in the talking 


stage call for two more fire stations: 
one at Roselle and Palatine roads 
and another north of the Winston 
Park subdivision. 


One of the department's most high- 


ly praised programs, for paramedic 
emergency firemen, is in its fifteenth 
month, and two paramedic-equipped 
ambulances are on their way. 


The ambulance scheduled to arrive 


next week was purchased by village 
and state funds. A second ambulance 
is being purchased 
with money 


raised by Palatine Jaycees. Palatine 
Downtown Merchants, who gave 10 
per cent of their sales to the ambu- 
lance drive for two days last week, 
raised $2,163 for the Jaycee ambu- 
lance drive. 


And as the department moves to- 


ward a full-time fire department, the 
last vivid reminder of the Feb. 23 
fire may soon be gone. The burned- 
out hulk of the Ben Franklin store is 
scheduled to be torn down in coming 
weeks to clear the way for redevelop- 
ment of downtown Palatine. 


Vacant Brunswick property 


Buffalo Grove growth 'key9?

The 450-aere Brunswick Corp. property 


in unincorporated Vernon Township has 
been called "the key" to Buffalo Grove 
expansion, but the firm denies it has 
plans at this time to develop or seek an- 
nexation of the property to the village. 


In 1967, the firm began purchasing 


property northeast of the village and at 
that time was considering making it the 
location of its national headquarters. 
However, two years ago, Brunswick pur- 
chased several buildings in Skokie and 
moved Its headquarters to that suburb. 


Robert Talman, director of corporate 


real estate and facilities for Brunswick, 
yesterday told The Herald the firm has 
no intention of shifting its corporate 
headquarters from its present location. 
"We originally purchased the property 
near Buffalo Grove with the intention of 
making it our headquarters, but then we 
decided to move to Skokie instead." 


BRUNSWICK OFFICIALS decided re- 


location to the already existing buildings 
in Skokie would be less expensive than 
building new facilities in Buffalo Grove. 


Another reason the firm decided 


against the move was apparently be- 
cause of a dispute between them and the 
Buffalo Grove Park District. In 1969 
Brunswick filed suit In Lake County Cir- 
cuit Court seeking to dlsannex from the 
park district. The court granted the 
request a short time later. Brunswick 
apparently did not want to pay taxes to 
the park district on the undeveloped 
land. 


According to Talman, Brunswick has 


no plans for its property near Buffalo 
Grove. However, he said, the land Is not 
for sale. "We're just holding onto the 


property waiting for it to become more 
valuable " 


If Brunswick does decide to build on 


the property, Talman said it will be de- 
veloped for use by the corporation. "We 
are not developers and would not consid- 
er building on it for use by someone 
else." 


ALTHOUGH POSSIBLE future annex- 


ation of the property to Buffalo Grove 
was not ruled out, Talman said Bruns- 
wick has no such plan at the present 
time. If the firm decides to develop the 
property, it probably would seek annex- 
ation to some municipality, he said. 


The property could be annexed to Lin- 


colnshire and Long Grove, as well as 
Buffalo Grove. It lies along Weiland 
Road, between Long Grove Road and the 
western portion of Horatio Gardens. 


Since the property currently is undevel- 


oped, Talman said it would be unwise 
for Brunswick to annex into a neighbor- 
ing municipality. The current Lake Coun- 
ty agricultural zoning makes the yearly 
tax bill on the property considerably low- 
er than if it were in a municipality, such 
as Buffalo Grove, he said. 


VILLAGE PRES. Gary Armstrong 


said he plans to contact Brunswick offi- 
cials next week concerning annexation of 
its property to Buffalo Grove. "I should 
call them because I've heard they are 
considering doing something with the 
property. I'd like to find out what their 
plans are," he said. 


Armstrong said he has not talked with 


Brunswick officials in three years and 
has no idea what the firm is planning to 
do with the property. A phone call will be 
made initially, he said, and it is possible 
a meeting will be arranged between the 
village and the firm. 


"We're very anxious to meet with 


them because we want the property to 
become part of Buffalo Grove," Arm- 
strong said. 


Village Mgr. Daniel Larson said the 


annexation and development of the 
Brunswick property is very important to 
the growth of the village. The property 
has been designated primarily for indus- 
trial use in the village master plan and 
its development would substantially in- 
crease the village's tax base, Larson 
said. 


LARSON ALSO said annexation and 


development of such a large piece of 
property would encourage further devel- 
opment of other property in the village's 
planning area. Further development, 
particularly if it is industrial, would 
bring still more tax revenue to the vil- 
lage, he said. 


Brunswick recently sent a letter to the 


village objecting to the proposed annexa- 
tion of a sanitary landfill. The letter 
states that Brunswick officials feel the 
landfill will have an adverse affect on its 
property and urges rejection of the pro- 
posal. 


Brunswick said the landfill will not 


only reduce the value of its property, but 
could attract flies and rodents, create 
odors, harmful gases and fires and affect 
ground water. The firm also objects be- 
cause it thinks the large number of gar- 
bage trucks going to and from the land- 
fill will scatter refuse on the streets. 


Brunswick Corp. has a number of divi- 


sions which manufactures such things as 
medical and scientific supplies and 
equipment, bowling equipment and other 
sporting goods and technical products for 
defense and Industry. 
. 


Gripes about

boxes to voice strong objections to local 
politics. 


The number of suggestions about 


Wheeling government began increasing 
sharply after federal grand jury in- 
dictments were issued against six former 
and present Wheeling and Cook County 
officials. The indictments followed a 
year-long investigation into alleged 
shakedowns in Wheeling. 


"Obviously, as of the last few weeks, 


you can tell the feelings are running high 
in the village because there are so many 
comments on the politicians," said Es- 
ther Davis, chairman of the beau- 
tification committee. 


MANY OF THE suggestions name the 


two present village officials indicted last 
month, Building Director William Bieber 
and Environmental Commission Chair- 
man Michael Valenza. 


"Some of them seem extremely sin- 


cere and interested, and some of them 
are almost jokes," Mrs Davis said "It's 
a different kind of contact with the vil- 
lage than an accountability session or the 
village board meetings." 


Despite the increase in suggestions 


about local politics, Mrs. Davis said 
about half of the suggestions are about 
streets, water, environmental problems 
and beautification matters. 


"Some of the more outstanding ones 


are that the water in Wheeling is not of 
too good a quality," she said. "We've 
had a number of complaints about Mil- 
waukee Avenue. People would like to see 
Manchester Drive repaired — Stop build- 
ing so many factories and apartments — 
Clean up the unused service stations A 
lot of requests for more trees and flow- 
ers throughout the village " 


ONE SUGGESTION asked the village 


to "make the 'Welcome to Wheeling' 
signs more sincere instead of silly." An- 
other said "Wheeling needs clean wa- 
ter." 


Since the suggestion boxes are located 


in three local restaurants, Mrs Daws 
said she has also gotten suggestions 
about those eating places "Every tone 
we place a suggestion barrel, we get nu- 
merous suggestions on the establishment 
we're in," she said. "We turn those over 
to them." 


Originally, the suggestion boxes were 


located at the village hall, the Wheeling 
Public Library and Wheeling Savings 
and Trust Mrs. Daws said the bright or- 
ange cannisters were moved to local res- 
taurants When the number of suggestions 
tapered off. 


The 
beautification 
committee 
is 


using the suggestions to develop pro- 
grams for the village and to identify 
problem areas The suggestion boxes will 
be moved periodically to attract sugges- 
tions from other parts of the community.

struction without first adopting the cur- 
riculum. The delegates indicated they 
considered the decision poor planning. 


Lane said the board voted to go ahead 


with the construction now because of ris- 
ing labor costs and shortages of mate- 
rials. Crise added the board had no doubt 
that the curriculum would be approved 
before the buildings are finished.

town on nights the board meets. 


Mrs.'Karzen'fielded questions regard- 


ing her opinions on the role of the school 
board in determining curriculum, teach-, 
er qualifications, individualized instruc- 
tion and sex role stereotyping in educa- 
tional materials, among other subjects. 


SHE STRESSED a need for school 


board members, as elected representa- 
tives of the community, to make the con- 
cerns of Dist.

School head 
raps caucus 
for decision 


School Dist 21 Supt. Kenneth Gill yes- 


terday was angered at the decision of the 
Dist 21 General Caucus not to endorse 
incumbents Jeremiah Crise and Jack 
Lane in the spring school board election 


As a school superintendent, GUI said he 


feels he should stay out of the actual 
election process, but he strongly objects 
to the method used by the caucus to eval- 
uate and consider incumbents. He has no 
quarrel with the caucus decision to sup~- 
port Carol Karzen, 430 Regent Dr, Buf- 
falo Grove, but feels the group also 
should have endorsed Crise and Lane. 


All candidates seeking the endorse- 


ment of the caucus were asked the same 
set of questions by the screening com- 
mittee in interviews preceding Wednes- 
day night's endorsement vote by the gen- 
eral membership. Resumes of those in- 
terviews, written by the screening com- 
mittee, were distributed to the delegates 
before they quizzed the candidates. 


A L T H O U G H INCUMBENTS were 


specifically asked by the screening com- 
mittee what contributions they felt they 
had made while serving on the board, 
Gill feels the interviews are not A good 
measure of the effectiveness 
of in- 


cumbent school board Members. 


"It is inconveivable to me as an oper- 


ating superintendent who's worked with 
these board members for years that they 
would tell them that all those years of 
service are no good when those people 
don't know what they've been doing,'' 
Gill said. 


With the interview process used by the 


caucus, Gill feels it is possible that can- 
didates who are glib have the best 
chance of getting the group's support. 


"It's more important to me any time 


what a person has done than what he 
says," the superintendent said. "Any- 
body can say anything." 


GILL HELPED to form the Dist. 21 


caucus in 1961 and said he has contended 
all along that the group should be very 
cautious about not endorsing an in- 
cumbent without very good reasons. 


"I've always argued that I don't think 


the caucus has the right to withhold sup- 
port of an incumbent unless they know 
for sure that he hasn't served well or 
that he's done some disservice to the 
community." 


'I realize that I'm speaking from a 


biased viewpoint as a superintendent," 
Gill continued, "But I guess I'm in a bet- 
ter position than anyone to know how 
much time and effort they've given to 
the job."

Vacant Brunswick land 
'kef to village growth?

The 450-acre Brunswick Corp. property 


in unincorporated Vernon Township has 
been called "the key" to Buffalo Grove 
expansion, but the firm denies it has 
plans at this time to develop or seek an- 
nexation of the property to the village. 


In 1967, the firm began purchasing 


property northeast of Hie village and at 
that time was considering making it the 
location of its national headquarters. 
However, two years ago, Brunswick pur- 
chased several buildings in Skokie and 
moved its headquarters to that suburb. 


Robert Talman, director of corporate 


real estate and facilities for Brunswick, 
yesterday told The Herald the firm has 
no intention of shifting its corporate 
headquarters from its present location. 
"We originally purchased the property 
near Buffalo Grove with the intention of 
making it our headquarters, but then we 
decided to move to Skokie instead." 


BRUNSWICK OFFICIALS decided re- 


location to the already existing buildings 
in Skokie would be less expensive than 
building new facilities in Buffalo Grove 


Another reason the firm decided 


against the move was apparently be- 
cause of a dispute between them and the 
Buffalo Grove Park District. In 1969 
Brunswick filed suit in Lake County Cir- 
cuit Court seeking to disannex from the 
park district. The court granted the 
request a short time later. Brunswick 
apparently did not want to pay taxes to 
the park district on the undeveloped 
land 


According to Talman, Brunswick has 


no plans for its property near Buffalo 
Grove. However, he said, the land is not 
for sale. "We're just holding onto the 
property waiting for it to become more 
valuable." 


If Brunswick does decide to build on 


the property, Talman said it will be de- 
veloped for use by the corporation. "We 
are not developers and would not consid- 
er building on it for use by someone 
else." 


ALTHOUGH POSSIBLE future annex- 


ation of the property to Buffalo Grove 
was not ruled out, Talman said Bruns- 
wick has no such plan at the present 
time. If the firm decides to develop the 
property, it probably would seek annex* 
ation to some municipality, he said. 


The property could be annexed to Lin- 


colnshire and Long Grove, as well as 
Buffalo Grove. It lies along Weiland 
Road, between Long Grove Road and the 
western portion of Horatio Gardens. 
* 


Since the property currently is undevel- 


oped, Talman said it would be unwise 
for Brunswick to annex into a neighbor- 
ing municipality. The current Lake Coun- 
ty agricultural zoning makes the yearly 
tax bill on the property considerably low- 
er than ifxtt were in a municipality, such 
as Buffalo Grove, he said 
' 


VILLAGE PHES. Gary Armstrong 


said he plans to contact Brunswick offi- 
cials next week concerning annexation-of 
its property to Buffalo Grove. "I should 
call them because I've heard they are 
considering doing something with - the 
property. I'd like to find out what their 
plans are," he said. 


Armstrong said he has not talked with 


Brunswick officials in three years and 
has no idea what the firm is planning! to 
do with the property.

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Legal bailie with village may ensue 
Elk Grove theater will screen X-rated 'Miss Jones9

"The Devil in Miss Jones" is coming 


back to Elk Grove Village, and this time 
the owner of the Elk Grove Cinema says 
there's going to be the devil to pay if the 
village closes him down again. 


The controversial X-rated film, once 


removed from the suburban theater by 
action on the part of Elk Grove Village 
officials, will be shown tonight, And this 
time village officials apparently are go- 
ing to let the film be screened, although 
they say they may yet go to court to 
block its continued showing in the com- 
munity. In fact, a legal battle between 
the theater owner and the village may be 
brewing. 


Walter Pancoe, owner of the Elk Grove 


Cinema, yesterday filed suit in U.S. Dis- 
trict Court seeking a temporary in- 
junction, blocking the village from pre- 
venting his showing of the X-rated mov- 
ie, "The Devil In Miss Jones." 
, 


Pancoe is also seeking $250,000 in dam- 


ages in the suit, which names the village 
board, Village Mgr. Charles Willis, Vil- 
lage Pres. Charles Zettek and chief of 
police, Harry Jenkins as defendants. 
Pancoe had earlier claimed he was 
"coerced" by the village'into canceling a 
scheduled showing of "Miss Jones" last 
month. 


A HEARING ON THE,request for a 


temporary injunction is scheduled for 10 


a.m. today before U.S. District Court 
Judge James Parsons. 


The suit, according to Pancoe's attor- 


ney, Patrick Tuite, will seek to enjoin 
the 'village from enforcing its ordinance, 
which the suit contends is "uncon- 
stitutional." 


Pancoe originally planned to show the 


film starting Jan. 4, but substituted an- 
other film after a, visit by several village 
officials, who asked him not to show' the 
film. 


Pancoe claimed he had been losing 


money by showing almost exclusively, 
family-type films. He said the showing of 
"Miss Jones" was an attempt to recoup 
losses so he could continue to show fami- 
ly-type entertainment. Pancoe said that 


an estimated 7,000 people were turned 
away during the week "Miss Jones" was 
scheduled to run, compared to the 
theatre's usual attendance of 1,500 to 
3,000. 


"I'm determined we're going to show it 


this time ... and we're not going to be 
coerced out of it," said Pancoe. "It's a 
well followed picture that was the fifth 
biggest grossing picture at the box office 
last year,"'he added. 


PANCOE SAID that only one other 


X-rated movie made more than "Miss 
Jones," in 1973, "The Last Tango in 
Paris." "Miss Jones," he added, "has 
been playing in Cook County for 10 
months without a prosecution." 


Pancoe said he doesn't plan to make 


X-rated movies a regular fare at the 
theatre. 'We've only shown two R-rated 
films here since August," Pancoe said. 
"Sometimes, an X-rated movie is all 
that's available to me," he said. 


Some of the R-rated films shown at the 


t h e a t r e include "Deliverance," and 
"Save the Tiger." 


Village officials, most of whom have 


not seen "Miss Jones," were taken 
aback by Pance's suit. Willis said the 
theater would not be closed, but that 
officials will view the film. 


"If we do decide to make a complaint, 


it will be up to a judge to determine if 
the movie is obscene and violates the 
anti-obscenity ordinance this board has 
passed," he said.

One year ago 


Village looks to future, but can't help remembering 


early-morning tragedy that took 3 firemen's lives 


by JULIA BAUER 


On Feb. 23,1973, they died, and the 


ruins of the fire-gutted building 
where they lost their lives is boarded 
up, a tragic reminder of the three 
volunteer firemen who perished 
there. 


In the year that followed the 


deaths of Palatine firemen John Wil- 
son, Richard Freeman and Warren 
Ahlgrim, $42,500 has been donated to 
a special trust for the seven children 
left fatherless from the blaze; $12,000 
came for the families through a spe- 
cial American Legion and Inverness 
drive. Salt Creek Rural Park District 
park may be renamed Firemen's 
Park in honor of the men, and How- 
ard Freeman, a 20-year veteran on 
the volunteer force, has retired from 
the fire department in the wake of 
his son's death. 


Tomorrow at noon, a wreath will 


be placed in front of the Ben Frank- 
lin store by the Downtown Merchants 
Assn. in memory of the three fire- 
men. No other memorial services are 
planned because people closest to the 
tragedy say they want to shake the 
shadow of the tragedy and move on 
to a new life. 


FIRE CHIEF Orville Hslms, who 


has been in the department for more 
than 20 years, said yesterday that 
men on the force are "shunning 
away" from any kind of formal cere- 
mony for their comrades. Instead, 
the department is looking ahead to a 
better-equipped, full time profes- 
sional force. 


Three full time firefighters will 


join the force this year, bringing the 
department up to 14 professional fire- 
men and 20 volunteers. 


"I think we're improving as we go 


along," said Helms. But he added 


that, "at the rate we're going, it'll 
be several more years before we'll 
be staffed full time," For now, only 
the Colfax Street station is manned 
at night, and most firemen are still 
called to the fire scene from their 
homes or jobs. 


An addition to the Colfax Street 


station is on the drawing board, to 
add three equipment bays and living 
space at a cost of $228,000. 


HELMS HAS ALSO asked for mon- 


ey to construct a training tower, at 
an estimated cost of $56,000, although 
village approval is not expected this 
year. 


Future plans still in the talking 


stage call for two more fire stations: 
one at Roselle and Palatine roads 
and another north of the Winston 
Park subdivision. 


One of the department's most high- 


ly praised programs, for paramedic 
emergency firemen, is in its fifteenth 
month, and two paramedic-equipped 
air/julances are on their way. 


The ambulance scheduled to arrive 


next week was purchased by village 
and state funds. A second ambulance 
is being purchased with money 
raised by Palatine Jaycees. Palatine 
Downtown Merchants, who gave 10 
per cent of their sales to the ambu- 
lance drive for two days last week, 
raised $2,163 for the Jaycee ambu- 
lance drive. 


And as the department moves to- 


ward a full-time fire department, the 
last vivid reminder of the Feb. 23 
fire may soon be gone. The burned- 
out hulk of the Ben Franklin store is 
scheduled to be torn down in coming 
weeks to clear the way for redevelop- 
ment of downtown Palatine.

Cinema, yesterday filed suit in U.S. Dis- 
trict Court seeking a temporary in- 
junction, blocking the village from pre- 
venting his showing of the X-rated mov- 
ie. "The Devil In Miss Jones." 


Pancoe Is also seeking S250.000 in dam-- 


Jmca in the suit, which names the village 
bjard. Village Mgr. Charles Willis. Vil- 
lage Pres. Charles Zettek and chief of 
police. Harry Jenkins as defendants. 
Puncoc had earlier claimed he was 
"coerced" by the village into canceling a 
scheduled showing of "Miss Jones" last 
month. 


A HEARING ON THE request for a 


temporary Injunction is scheduled for 10 
a.m. today before U.S. District Court 
Judge James Parsons. 


The suit, according -to Pancoe's attor- 


ney. Patrick Tuite, will seek to enjoin 
the village from enforcing its ordinance, 
which 
the suit contends is "uncon- 


stitutional." 


Pancoe originally planned to show the 


film starting Jan. 4, but substituted an- 
other film after a visit by several village 
officials, who asked him not to show the 
film. 


Pancoe claimed he had been losing 


money by showing almost exclusively, 
family-type films. He said the showing of 
"Miss Jones" was an attempt to recoup 
losses so he could continue to show fami- 
ly-type entertainment. Pancoe said thai 
an estimated 7.000 people were turned 
away during the week "Miss Jones" was 
scheduled 
to run. compared to the 


theatre's usual attendance of 1,500 to 
3,000. 


"I'm determined we're going to show it 


this time . . , and we're not going to be 
coerced out of it,'1 said Pancoe. ''It's a 
well followed picture that was the fifth 
biggest grossing picture at the box office 
last year," he added. 


PANCOE SAID that only one other 


X-rated movie made more than "Miss 
Jones." in 1973. "The .Last Tango in 
Paris.1' "Miss Jones," he added, "has 
been playing in Cook County for 10 
months without a prosecution." 


•Pancoe said he doesn't plan to make 


X-rated movies a regular fare at .the 
theatre. ''We've only shown two R-ra'ted 
films here since August," Pancoe said. 
"Sometimes, an X-rat'ed movie is all 
that's available to me," he said.

"We thought the relationship between 


us (Walter Pancoe, the theater owner,, 
and the village) was good. When he first 
attempted to show the film we discussed 
it and he decided not to show it when we 
gave him a promise to try to boost at- 
tendance," said Zettek. 


Zettek said he was aware of Pancoe's

Scott rules out revenue-sharing funds for bus services

Illinois Atty, Gen. William Scott has 


ruled that the use of federal revenue- 
sharing funds by township governments 
for bus services may be illegal. But local 
township officials said yesterday the ser- 
vices will be continued until a court rul- 
ing Is handed down, 


The opinion was issued by Scott two 


weeks ago but township officials con- 
tacted yesterday said a court challenge 
to the practice will likely be required to 
determine if Scott's opinion is valid. 


Bus services have been started by Pal- 


atine. Elk Grove and Schaumburg town- 
ships to provide low cost transportation 
for senior citizens. 


Revenue sharing funds, distributed by 


the federal government to local govern- 


ing bodies, may be used in whatever 
manner the local agency chooses, pro- 
vided the use falls within categories au- 
thorized,by the federal government. 


ELK GROVE'S system has been in op- 


eration since December. The township 
purchased its own bus for the service. 
Palatine Township's service began this 
week through the Palatine Township 
Council on Aging. 


Schaumburg Township. has also pur- 


chased a bus and began service • last 
month. 


Rolling Meadows Mayor Roland J. 


Meyer this week questioned the legality 
of Palatine Township's use of revenue, 
sharing for the bus system in light1 of 
Scott's opinion. Meyer has not allowed 
the service to come into Rolling Mead- 


ows until it is licensed by the city in the ' 
same manner cab services are licensed. 


He has also said he is hesitant to per- 


mit ,the service to come into the city be'- 
cause of the funding question -that has 
arisen in light of the Attorney General's 
ruling.

Richard Cowen, Wheeling Township and 
acting Palatine Township attorney, said 
yesterday. "The, first question that each 
township will have to answer is whether 
they are 'absolutely bound by the attor- 
ney general's opinion." 


Cowen said a "friendly suit," or one 


deliberately sought to determine the-le- 
gality of a matter, 'may result on the is- 
sue.

Energy crisis threatens 
to delay tollway work

The energy crisis and reduced patron- 


age of the Illinois Tollway system are 
threatening completion of the Harrington 
Road intersection with the Northwest 
Tollway, a full four-cloverleaf inter- 
change. 


Richard E. Blakley, executive adminis- 


trator and secretary of the Illinois Toll 
Highway Authority, told a local com- 
mittee yesterday the fuel shortage has 
significantly reduced collections in the 
state. Toll income in the past three 
weeks has been appreciably lower than 
was anticipated in planning the 1974 
budget, even though effects of the fuel 
shortage had been calculated. 


If tollway patronage continues at levels 


low enough to endanger financing for 
planned construction, "Harrington Road 
will not be done this year," said Blakley. 
The engineering and land acquisition are 
complete to the point that construction 
now watts only for approval of financing, 
said ITA Engineer C. A. Benowicz. But 
Blakley said other improvements would 
take priority if funds don't meet ex- 
pectations, 


YESTERDAY'S meeting at ITA offices 


in Oakbrook was called by state Rep. 
Eugenia Chapman, D-Arlington Heights, 
to allow local officials to plead for an 
access ramp on Roselle Road. 


Also attending were state Reps. Donald 


Totten. R-Hoffnan Estates, and Virginia 
Macdonald. R-Arlington Heights; state 
Sen. David Regner, R-Mount Prospect; 
Schaumburg Mayor Robert 0. Atcher, 
Village Mgr. John Coste and Village 
Engr. Joe Zgonina, and Hoffman Estates 
Plan Commission Chairman Richard Re- 
gan, Village Mgr. George Longmeyer 
and Village Engineer John Hossack. 
Representing Inverness 
was Village 


Trustee George W. Guderley, former ex- 
ecutive director of the commission, and 
an opponent of the Roselle Road inter- 
change. 


Blakley agreed to instruct ITA staff to 


intensify study of the interchange for 
Roselle Road, and to meet with the local 
spokesmen about June l to inform them 
of any findings reached by that time. He 
declined a suggestion by Zgonina to fol- 
low up an old idea for financing a study 
by outside consultants — that Schaum- 
burg and Hoffman Estates each pay one- 
fourth the cost and the ITA pay half. 


Because the two villages already sup- 


port construction of the interchange, said 
Blakely, partial payment by them for con- 
sultant investigation could cloud the in- 
tegrity of the final report. The ITA com- 
mission is convinced the ITA should pay 
for consultant work itself, said Blakley. 


CONSULTANTS WILL not be hired im- 


mediately, and may not be contacted at 
all, Blakley said. ITA staff will conduct 
preliminary investigations. If there is 
sufficient evidence to indicate need and 
economic feasibility for a Roselle Road 
access ramp, staff will recommend the 
commissioners contract with independent 
consultants for detailed investigation. 


Atcher noted Schaumburg has ap- 


proved zoning to develop property which 
would include the site of the Roselle 
Road ramps. He asked if the village 
should work to delay construction on that 
portion of the property until a decision is 
reached. Blakley encouraged Atcher to 
do so, but emphasized he was not prom- 
ising ITA would in fact approve the 
ramps and use the land. 


Local officials were not overly pleased 


with Blakley's promise of intensified 
study. Zgonina noted during the meeting 
the ITA had promised such study in No- 
vember, 1972, at the last meeting with 
the local committee. He urged Blakley to 
initiate work with outside consultants 
now, as the first step in committing the 
ITA to install the ramps. 


After the meeting, Zgonina and Regan 


agreed they had won little more of a 
commitment than they had 'lV4 years 
ago.

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Court challenge seen 
Scott rules out U.S. cash

Illinois Atty. Gen. William Scott has 


ruled that the use of federal revenue- 
sharing funds by township governments 
far bus services mny be illegal, But local 
township officials said yesterday the ser- 
vices will be continued until a court rul- 
ing is handed down. 


The opinion was issued by Scott two 


weeks ago but township officials con- 
tacted yesterday said a court challenge 
to the practice will likely be required to 
determine if Scott's opinion is valid. 


Bus services have been started by Pal- 


atine. Elk Grove and Schaumburg town- 
ships to provide low cost transportation 
for senior citizens. 


Revenue sharing funds, distributed by 


the federal government to local govern- 
irg bodies, may be used in whatever 
manner the local agency chooses, pro- 
vided the use falls within categories au- 
thorized by the federal government. 


ELK GROVE'S system has been in op- 


eration since December. The township 
purchased its own bus for the service. 
Palatine Township's service began this 
week through the Palatine Township 
Council on Aging. 


Schaumburg Township hat, also pur-1 


chased a bus and began service last 
month. 


Rolling Mfjtcluus Mayor Roland J. 


Meyer this week questioned the legality 
of Palatine Township's use of revenue 
sharing for the bus system in light of 


Scott's opinion. Meyer has not allowed 
the service to come into Rolling Mead- 
ows until it is licensed by the city in the 
biiine manner cab services are licensed. 


He has also said he is hesitant to per- 


mit the service to come into the city be- 
cause of the funding question that has 
arisen in light of the Attorney General's 
ruling. 


Scott's opinion was issued Feb. 7 in re- 
_ 


sponse to a question from William I. 
Walsh, chairman of the Commission on 
Intergovernmental Cooperation, on how 
townships in Illinois may spend revenue 
sharing allotments. 


SCOTT'S ANSWER has said that the 


special Funds can'only be used for the 
same purposes for.which the township's 
own funds can be used. 


Illinois law limits the use of township 


funds 
to specific categories. Trans- 


portation uses are not included in those 
categories. 


Township officials contacted yesterday, 


however, said they think the bus services 
aix' not in immediate danger and that a 
court ruling will probably be required to. 
•decide the matter. 


"His opinion is not the same as law," 


Richard Cowen. Wheeling Township and 
acting Palatine Township attorney, said 
yesterday. "The first question that each 
township will have to answer is whether 
they are absolutely bound by the attor- 
ney general's opinion." 


Cowen said a "friendly fj-uit," or one 
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deliberately sought to determine the le- 
gality of a matter, may result on the is- 
sue. "It may well have to take that 
route, but that determination has not 
been made that I know of." 


BERNARD LEE, Elk Grove Township 


attorney, said Scott's opinion is "only a 
guideline." "At best, it is an advisory in- 
dication of what they think the law is," 
Lee said. 


"Everything else that we have seen 


would indicate that townships were given 
the authority to expend these funds-in 
accordance with the guidelines estab- 
lished by the revenue sharing act." 


Use of revenue sharing for bus ser-

Trustees weigh 
hiring full-time 
village engineer 


The hiring of a full-time engineer will 


be considered by the Palatine Village 
Board at a 1 p m. budget session Sunday 
at the village hall, 54 S. Brockway St. 


Village Pres. Wendell E. Jones has 


said he feels the village has grown to the 
size that it needs a fulltime engineer and 
favors the allotment of funds in the 1S74- 
75 budget for an engineer. 


•'I am confident that we could save at 


least 330,000 annually by employing our 
own person. We spend between $30,000 
and $40,000 in MFT (motor fuel tax) 
projects alone each year," wrote Jones 
in a paper outlining the needs of Pala- 
tine in 1974. "These projects would be re- 
viewed and approved by our staff engi- 
neer at greatly reduced costs " 


JONES ESTIMATED the- savings in 


engineering costs to the village by hiring 
a fulltime engineer at nearly 50 per cent. 
A budget of $33,000, which would cover 
the engineer's salary, car and a part- 
time secretary, was proposed by Jones. 


The village currently contracts with 


Consoer and Townsend Associates for en- 
gineering services. This contract will ex- 
pire in July. 


Figures on how much money the vil- 


lage expends annually in engineering 
costs are being tabulated and will be pre- 
sented to the board on Sunday. 


The proposed village engineer would 


handle the day-to-day engineering in the 
village and major projects might still be 
contracted out. 


The proposed budgets for the health 


department and public works department 
will also be reviewed Sunday by the 
board. Acting Village Mgr. James Ben- 
nett is recommending an $84,761 budget 
For the health department and $66,125 
budget for the public works department. 
The public works department also re- 
ceives .money from several special funds. 


The total general operating budget pro- 


posed for the 1974-75 fiscal year, which 
starts May 1, is $2,047,599, Sunday's ses- 
sion will be the board's second review of 
the proposed budget.

Village looks to future, but can't help remembering 


early-morning tragedy that took 3 firemen's lives

On Feb. 23,1973, they died, and the 


ruins of the fire-gutted building 
where they lost their lives is boarded 
up, a tragic reminder of the three 
volunteer firemen 
who .perished 


there. 


In the year that followed^ the 


deaths of Palatine firemen John' Wil- 
son, Richard Freeman and Warren 
Ahlgrim, $42,500 has been donated to 
a special trust for the seven children 
left'fatherless from the blaze; $12,000 
came for the families through a spe- 
cial American Legion and Inverness 
drive. Salt Creek Rural Park District 
park may be renamed Firemen's 
Park in honor of the men, and How- 
ard Freeman, a 20-year veteran on 
the volunteer force, has retired from 
the fire department in the wake of 
his son's death. 


Tomorrow at noon, a wreath will 


be placed in front of the Ben Frank- 
lin store by the Downtown Merchants 
Assn. in memory of the three fire- 
men. No other memorial services are 
planned because people closest to the 
tragedy say they want to shake the 
shadow of the tragedy and move on 
to a new life. 


FIRE CHIEF Orville Hshns, who 


has been in the department for more 
than 20 years, said yesterday that 
men on. the force are "shunning 
away" from any kind of formal cere- 
mony for their comrades. Instead, 
the department is looking ahead to a 
better-equipped, 
full time • profes- 


sional force. 


Three full time firefighters will 


Join the force this year, .bringing the 
department up to 14 professional fire- 
men and 20 volunteers. 


"I think we're improving as we go 


along," said Helms, But he added 


that, "at the rate we're going, it'll 
be several more ye.ars before we'll 
be staffed full time." For now, only 
the Colfax Street station is manned 
at night, and most firemen are still 
called to the fire scene from their 
homes or jobs. 


An addition to the Colfax Street 


station is on the drawing board, to 
add three equipment bays and living 
space at a cost of $228,000. 


HELMS HAS. ALSO asked for mon- 


ey to construct a training tower, at 
an estimated cost of $56,000, although 
Village approval is not expected this 
year. 


Future plans still in the talking 


stage call for two more fire stations: 
one at Roselle and Palatine roads 
and another north of the Winston. 
Park subdivision. 


One of the department's most high- 


ly praised programs, for paramedic 
emergency firemen, is in its fifteenth 
month, and two paramedic-equipped 
ambulances are on their way.

''coerced" by the village into canceling a

Energy crisis threatens 


to delay tollway work

The energy crisis and reduced patron- 


age of the Illinois Tollway system are 
threatening completion of the Barrington 
Road intersection with the Northwest 
Tollway, a full four-cloverleaf inter- 
change. 


Richard E. Blakley, executive adminis- 


trator and secretary of the Illinois Toll 
Highway Authority, told a local com- 
mittee yesterday the fuel shortage has 
significantly reduced collections in the 
state. Toll income in the past three 
weeks has been appreciably lower than 
was anticipated in planning the 1974 
budget, even though effects of the fuel 
shortage had been calculated. 


If tollway patronage continues at levels 


low enough to endanger financing for 
planned construction, "Barrington Road 
will not be done this year," said Blakley. 
The engineering and land acquisition are 
complete to the point that construction 
now waits only for approval of financing, 
said 1TA Engineer C. A. Benowicz. But 
Blakley said other improvements would 
take priority if funds don't meet ex- 
pectations. 


YESTERDAY'S meeting at ITA offices 


in Oakbrook was called by state Rep. 
Eugenia Chapman, D-Arlington Heights, 
to allow local officials to plead for an 
access ramp on Roselle Road. 


Also attending were state Reps. Donald

He 
declined a suggestion by Zgonina to fol- 
low up an old idea for financing a study 
by outside consultants — that Schaum- 
burg and Hoffman Estates each pay one- 
fourth the cost and the ITA pay half. 


Because the two villages already sup- 


port construction of the interchange, said 
Blakely, partial payment by them for con- 
sultant investigation could cloud the in- 
tegrity of the final report. The ITA com- 
mission is convinced the ITA should pay 
for consultant work itself, said Blakley. 


CONSULTANTS WILL not be hired im- 


mediately, and may not be contacted at 
all, Blakley said. ITA staff will conduct 
preliminary investigations. If there is 
sufficient evidence to indicate need and 
economic feasibility for a Roselle Road 
access ramp, staff will recommend the 
commissioners contract with independent 
consultants for detailed investigation. 


Atcher noted Schaumburg has ap- 


proved zoning to develop property which 
would include the site of the Roselle 
Road ramps. He asked if the village 
should work to delay construction on that 
portion of the property until a decision is 
reached. Blakley encouraged Atcher to 
do so, but emphasized he was not prom- 
ising ITA would in fact approve the 
ramps and use the land.

Nursing home need? 


Question prompted by four different 
proposals to build the facilities here

Within recent months Rolling Meadows 


officials have been presented with four 
different proposals from developers seek- 
ing to build nursing care homes for the 
elderly in the city. 


The city has no nursing home or shel- 


tered-care facility for the aged, and the 
current interest by so many to build such 
facilities has prompted both officials and 
residents to ask the same'question: 
"Why the need for so many nursing 
homes in Rolling Meadows all of a sud- 
den? 


According to three of the men seeking 


zoning for the developments, the main 
reason is that a need for the facilities 
exists. 


THE AVAILABILITY of land sites,in 


and near the city is another reason why 
the developments are being proposed in 
the city, they say. 


"There is a market there for these fa- 


cilities," says Dr. Douglas R. Finlayson. 
who is seeking to .build a facility on 
Hicks Road and Winnetka Avenue. 


Finlayson, a general practitioner in 


Palatine who resides in Rolling Mead- 
ows, points out that existing convalescent 
centers for the aged in the suburbs are 
filled to capacity and" also have long 
wailing lists of persons seeking care. 


"The city has no licensed care facil- 


ity," points out Robert Roskamp, who is 
seeking to use land on the south side of 
Kirchoff Road west of 111. Rte. 53 for a 
nursing home. Roskamp, whose Ros- 
kamp Enterprises runs six nursing care 
facilities in Illinois and Wisconsin, has 
already been turned down by city offi- 
cials in his attempts to build the home on 
the north side of Kirchoff. 


"It's a little unusual for a community 


of this size not to have some kind of li- 


censed care facility." Roskamp says. 
"There is a need for it."

"THE WHOLE GENERAL area is cry- 


ing out for this kind of facility," said 
Rolling Meadows developer Fredrich 
Walter,, whose nursing, home site is on 
East Frontage Road near Central Road 
School.

Energy crisis threatens 
to delay tollway work

The energy crisis and reduced patron- 


age of the Illinois Tollway system are 
threatening completion of the Harrington 
Road intersection with the Northwest 
Tollway, a full four-cloverleaf inter- 
change. 


Richard E. Blakley, executive adminis- 


trator and secretary of the Illinois Toll 
Highway Authority, told a local com- 
mittee yesterday the fuel shortage has 
significantly reduced collections in the 
state. Toll income in the past three 
weeks has been appreciably lower than 
was anticipated in planning the 1974 
budget, even though effects of the fuel 
shortage had been calculated. 


If tollway patronage continues at levels 


low enough to endanger financing for 
planned construction, "Harrington Road 
will not be done this year," said Blakley. 
The engineering and land acquisition are 
complete to the point that construction 
now waits only for approval of financing, 
said ITA Engineer C. A. Benowicz. But 
Blakley said other improvements would 
take priority if funds don't meet ex- 
pectations.

Village looks to future, but can't help remembering 


early-morning tragedy that took 3 firemen's lives

On Feb. 23,1973, they died, and the 


ruins of the fire-gutted building 
where they lost their lives is boarded 
up, a tragic reminder of the three 
volunteer firemen who perished 
there. 


In the year that followed the 


deaths of Palatine firemen John Wil- 
son, Richard Freeman and Warren 
Ahlgrim, $42,500 has been donated to 
a special trust for the seven children 
left fatherless from the blaze; $12,000 
came for the families through a spe- 
cial American Legion and Inverness 
drive. Salt Creek Rural Park District 
park may be renamed Firemen's 
Park in honor of the men, and How- 
ard Freeman, a 20-year veteran on 
the volunteer force, has retired from 
the fire department in the wake of 
his son's death. 


Tomorrow at noon, a wreath will 


be placed in front of the Ben Frank- 
lin store by the Downtown Merchants 
Assn. in memory of the three fire- 
men. No other memorial services are 
planned because people closest to the 
tragedy say they want to shake the 
shadow of the tragedy and move on 
to a new life. 


FIRE CHIEF Orville Helms, who 


has been in the department for more 
, than 20 years, said yesterday that 
men on the force are "shunning 
away" from any kind of formal cere- 
mony for their comrades. Instead, 
the department is looking ahead to a 
better-equipped,' full time profes- 
sional force. 


Three full time firefighters will 


join the force this year, bringing the 
department up to 14 professional fire- 
men and 20 volunteers. 


"I think we're improving as we go 


along," said Helms. But he added 


that, "at the rate we're going, it'll 
be several more years before we'll 
be staffed full time." For now, only 
the Colfax Street station is manned 
at night, and most firemen are still 
called to the fire scene from their 
homes or jobs. 


An addition to the Colfax Street 


station is on the drawing board, to 
add three equipment bays and living 
space at a cost of $228,000.

Scott rules out U.S.

Hie federal government to local govern- 
ing bodies, may be used in whatever' 
manner the local agency chooses, pro- 
vided the use falls within categories au- 
thorized by the federal government. . 


ELK GROVE'S system- has been in op- 


eration since December. The township 
purchased its own bus for the service. 
Palatine Township's service began this 
week through the Palatine 
Township 


Council on Aging. 


Schaumburg 'Township has also pur- 


chased a bus and began service last 
month.

Rolling Meadows Mayor Roland J. 


Meyer this week questioned the legality 
of Palatine Township's use of revenue 
sharing for the bus system in light of 
Scott's opinion.

Village looks to future, but can't help remembering 


early-morning tragedy that took 3 firemen's lives

On Feb. 23,1973, they died, and the 


ruins of the fire-gutted building 
where they lost their lives is boarded 
up. a tragic reminder of the three 
volunteer firemen who perished 
there. 


In the year that followed the 


deaths of Palatine firemen John Wil- 
son.

Ahlgrim, $42.500 has been donated to 
a special trust for the seven children 
left fatherless from the blaze. $12,000 
came for the families through a spe- 
cial American Legion and Inverness 
drive Salt Creek Rural Park District 
park may be renamed Firemen's 
Park in honor of the men, and How- 
ard Freeman, a 20-year veteran on 
the volunteer force, has retired from 
the fire department in the wake of

Tomorrow at noon, a wreath will 


be placed in front of the Ben Frank- 
lin store by the Downtown Merchants 
Assn. in memory of the three fire- 
men. No other memorial services are 
planned because people closest to the 
tragedy say they want to shake the 
shadow of the tragedy and move on 
to a new life.

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'74 police target areas: vandalism, accidents, bike theft 


by TOM VON MALDER 


Vandalism, bicycle thefts and traffic 


accidents will be the three major areas 
in which Mount Prospect policemen will 
get tough this year, according to Police 
Chief Bert Giddens. 


Giddcns yesterday said he was "very 


concerned" with the 77 per cent rise in 
vandalism cases last year. "Vandalism 
is way up," he said, referring to nearly 
1,000 cases last year. Statistics released 
last week by the department contrasted 
the 979 cases with the 554 vandalism in- 
cidents in 1972. 


"People get just as agitated about van- 


dalism as they do about the more serious 
crime," Giddens said. He added resi- 
dents of the village have a right not to be 
plagued by vandalism. 


If the rate of vandalism continues to 


increase, especially with the approach of 
warmer weather, Giddens said he may 
reinstitute the special vandalism task 
force which operated successfully in 1972. 


THE TASK FORCE consisted of spe- 


cially assigned policemen petroling the 
streets and parks on weekend nights. The 
task force would stop any suspicious ve- 
hicle or persons, particularly if it were 
juveniles out after curfew. The police- 
men were paid overtime. 


Last year, Giddens was unable to use

Mount Prospect Police Department re- 


cords, made available yesterday to The 
Herald, disclose how many crimes, in 
certain major categories, were cleared 
in 1973. A case could be cleared either 
by an arrest or other means, such as a 
parental conference if a juvenile was in- 
volved.

It should be noted that many of the 


arrests for theft involve shoplifters 
caught in the act of stealing. Also, 10 
more of 1973's burglaries were solved 
by the arrest last month of a juvenile. 
As the arrest occurred in 1974, it is not 
reflected in the above figures. 


the special task force on a regular basis 
because of manpower shortages. The 
shortages were created mainly by vaca- 
tions but the department was under its 
quota of men also. 


Giddens said he also hopes to cut down 


on the number of bicycle thefts, as 341 


were stolen last year in the village. He 
said residents' cooperation in reporting 
suspicious activity will help the police 
cut down both vandalism and bjcycle 
thefts. He added that a person calling 
police with information need not give his 
name. 


As for traffic accidents, Giddens said, 


"Traffic is probably your biggest prob- 
lem, especially where we have 14 ar- 
teries through Mount Prospect." 


THE CURRENT gasoline shortage, 


which began last year, and the lower 
speed 'limits have helped cut down the 
number of accidents in the community, 
Giddens said. The figures show that acci- 
dents decreased from 2,053 in 1972 to 
2,018° last year. Less Sunday driving, 
when gas stations are closed, could have 
played a part in the reduction. 


Also disturbing to Giddens were the 


five traffic fatalities last year, a figure 
equaling 1972's toll. "It's a 'it didn't hap- 
pen to me attitude' of uncaring that ex- 
ists," Giddens said. "Unfortunately, 
people don't get alarmed about 50,000 
people being killed annually on the high- 
ways. And the five in Mount Prospect 
while a small part of the overall total, 
they were important as people." 


More obeying of traffic rules and more 


prevention are the keys Giddens sees to 
reducing traffic accidents. He pointed 
out that while there were fewer accidents 
last year, 194 more (for a total of 488) 
persons were injured — many severely. 
He stressed that driving is "a privilege, 
not a right." 


OTHER THAN IN the three categories 


mentioned — vandalism, bicycle thefts 
and traffic accidents — Giddens did not 
appear very upset about the 24 per cent 
increase last year of all crime. He said 
there was very little increase in the ma- 
jor crimes, although ''any amount of 
crime is not good and we can't be com- 
placent -about any of it." Vandalism and 
thefts under $50 led the upswing in 
crimes wMi large gains in each cate- 
gory. 


Giddens said that while all crimes still 


are not being reported, a record of those 
that are is being kept better than ever 
before by the police department. "We are 
getting better reporting than ever be- 
fore," he said1. "I'm a lot more comfort- 
able (confident in) the last year's fig- 
ures." 


Giddens had questioned the accuracy 


of crime figures kept'in the past. For 
Giddens, the figures serve as a means of 
informing the community as td what is 
going on as far as crime is concerned. 


On the other hand, Mayor Robert D. 


Teichert said he is "not a believer in the 
figures." He said he does not think it fair 
' to judge a police department on the sta- 
tistics of crime. Giddens too pointed out 
that many of the crimes committed are 


such that the police can do little to con- 
trol them. Such a crime, he said, would 
be a domestic quarrel which is reported 
as a battery or assault. 


TEICHERT'S reaction to persons using 


crime statistics in an argument, he said, 
is "for those who want to play with sta- 
tistics, they can horse around." He said 
many other factors are involved, beyond 
the mere numbers of crimes reported. 


As for last year's increase in crime, 


Teichert said, "Just off hand, I'm not 
disturbed." He added many of the other 
factors he considered necessary, like 
where the crimes were committed, and 
whether all were being reported, were 
unavailable to him. "The raw figures are 
just tools to work with. A community has 
to set its own goals." 


Teichert did point out a story in one 


newspaper report last week that said 
Mount Prospect had the lowest crime 
rate of communities in Illinois with 40,000 
population or more. That story was 
based on a comparison of 1971 and 1972 
crime figures, only included major crime 
categories and may not have taken into 
account the village's much smaller popu- 
lation figure in most of 1971. More than 
10,000 persons were annexed to the vil- 
lage in September, 1971, as part of the 
New Town annexation in the northeast.

U.S. funds for bus services ruled out 


by TON! GINNETTI 


Illinois Atty. Gen. William Scott has 


ruled that the use of federal revenue- 
sharing funds by township governments 
for bus services may be illegal. But local 
township officials said yesterday the ser- 
vices will be continued until a court rul- 
ing is handed down. 


The opinion was issued by Scott two 


weeks ago but township officials con- 
tacted yesterday said a court challenge 
to the practice will likely be required to 
determine if Scott's opinion is valid. 


Bus services have been started by Pal- 


atine, Elk Grove and Schaumburg town- 
ships to provide low cost transportation 
for senior citizens. 


Revenue sharing funds, distributed by 


the federal government to local govern- 
ing bodies, may be used in whatever 
manner the local agency chooses, pro- 
vided the use falls within categories au- 
thorized by the federal government. 
•, 


ELK GROVE'S system has been in op- 


eration since December. The township 
purchased its own bus for the service. 
Palatine Township's service began this 
week through the Palatine Township 
Council on Aging. 


Schaumburg Township has also pur- 


chased a bus and began service last 
month. 


Rolling Meadows Mayor Roland J. 


Meyer this week questioned the legality 
of Palatine Township's use of revenue 
sharing for the bus system in light of 
Scott's opinion. Meyer has not allowed 


the service to come into Rolling Mead- 
ows until it is licensed by the city in the 
same manner cab services are licensed. 


He has also said he is hesitant to per- 


mit the service to come into the city be- 
cause of the funding question that has, 
arisen in light of the Attorney General's 
ruling 


Scott's opinion was issued Feb. 7 in re- 


sponse to a question from William I. 
Walsh, chairman of the Commission on 
Intergovernmental Cooperation, on how 
townships in Illinois may spend revenue 
sharing allotments. 


SCOTT'S ANSWER has said that the 


special funds can only be used for the 
same purposes for which the township's 
own funds can be used. 


Illinois law limits the use of township 


funds to specific categories. Trans- 
portation uses are not included in those 
categories. 


Township officials contacted yesterday, 


however, said they think the bus services 
are not in immediate danger and that a 
court ruling will probably be required to 
decide the matter. 


"His opinion is not the same as law," 


Richard Cowen, Wheeling Township and 
__ 


acting Palatine Township attorney, said 
yesterday. "The first question that each 
township will have to answer is whether 
they are absolutely bound by the attor- 
ney general's opinion." 


Cowen said a "friendly suit," or one 


deliberately sought to determine the le- 
gality of a matter, may result on the is- 


sue. "It may well have to take that 
route, but that determination has not 
been made that I know of" 


BERNARD LEE, Elk Grove Township 


attorney, said Scott's opinion is "only a 
guideline." "At best, it is an advisory in- 
dication of what they think the law is," 
Lee said. 


"Everything else that we have seen 


would indicate that townships were given 
the authority to expend these funds in 
accordance with the guidelines estab- 
lished by the revenue sharing act." 


Use of revenue sharing for bus ser- 


vices for the elderly has been justified by 
the townships as a social service for the 
aged and the poor, a category allowed in 
the revenue sharing guidelines estab- 
lished by Congress. 


"We feel that what we have done is 


perfectly permissible within the guide- 
lines of the federal revenue sharing act 
and is acceptable within the laws of the 
state of Illinios," Palatine Township Su- 
pervisor Howard I. Olsen said yesterday. 


OLSEN SAID HE did not know how the 


service might be affected by Scott's opin- 
ion. "It's too soon to conjecture what 
would happen if revenue sharing cannot 
be used for it." 


He added the township has allocated 


revenue sharing funds with the knowl- 
edge that the funds have only been au- 
thorized for a five-year period. 


"We have cautioned the agencies we

School head 
raps caucus 
for decision 


School Dist. 21 Supt. Kenneth Gill yes- 


terday was angered at the decision of the 
Dist. 21 General Caucus not to endorse 
incumbents Jeremiah Crise and Jack- 
Lane in the spring school board election. 


As- a school superintendent, Gill said he 


feels he should stay out of the actual 
election process, but he strongly objects 
to the method used by the caucus to eval- 
uate and consider incumbents'. He has no 
quarrel with the caucus decision to sup- 
port Carol Karzen, 430 Regent Dr , Buf- 
falo Grove, but feels the group also 
should have endorsed Crise and Lane. 


All candidates' seeking the endorse- 


ment of the caucus were asked the same 
set of questions by the screening com- 
mittee in interviews preceding Wednes- 
day night's endorsement vote by the gen- 
eral membership. Resumes of those in- 
terviews, written by-the screening com- 
mittee, were distributed to the delegates 
before they quizzed the candidates. 


A L T H O U G H INCUMBENTS were 


specifically asked by the screening com- 
mittee what contributions they felt they 
had made while serving on the board, 
Gill feels the interviews are not a good 
measure of the effectiveness of in- 
cumbent school board members. 


"It is inconveivable to me as an oper- 


ating superintendent who's worked with 
these board members for years that they 
would tell them that all those years of 
service are no good when those people 
don't know what they've been doing," 
Gill said. 


With the interview process used by the 


caucus, Gill feels it is possible that can- 
didates who are glib have the best 
chance of getting the group's support. 


"It's more important to me any time 


what, a person has done than what he 
says," the superintendent said. "Any- 
body can say anything." 


GILL HELPED to form the Dist. 21 


caucus in 1961 and said he has contended 
all along that the group should be very 
cautious about not endorsing an in- 
cumbent without very good reasons. 


"I've always argued that I don't think 


the caucus has the right to withhold sup- 
port of. an incumbent unless they know 
for sure that he hasn't served well or 
that he's done some disservice to the 
community." 


'I realize that I'm speaking from a 


biased viewpoint as a superintendent," 
Gill continued, "But I guess I'm in a bel- 
ter position than anyone to know how 
much time and effort they've given to 
the job."

Legal bailie with village may ensue 
Elk Grove theater will screen X-rated 'Miss Jones'

'"lite Devil in Miss Jones" is coming 


back to Elk Grove Village, and this time 
the owner of the Elk Grove Cinema says 
there's going to be the devil to pay if the 
village closes him down again. 


The controversial X-rated film, once 


removed from the suburban theater by 
action on the part of Elk Crave Village 
officials, will be shown tonight. And this 
time village officials apparently are go- 
ing to let the film be screened, although 
they say they may yet go to court to 
block Its continued showing in the com- 
munity. In fact, a legal battle between 
the theater owner and the village may be 
brewing. 


Walter Pancoe, owner of the Elk Grove 


Cinema, yesterday filed suit in U.S. Dis- 
trict Court seeking a temporary in- 
junction, blocking the village from pre- 
venting his showing of the X-rated mov- 
ie, "The Devil In Miss Jones." 


Pancoe is also seeking $230,000 in dam- 


ages in the suit, which names the village 
board, Village Mgr. Charles Willis, Vil- 
lage Pres. Charles- Zettek and chief of 
police, Harry Jenkins as 
defendants. 


Pancoe had earlier claimed he was 
•coerced" by the village into canceling a 
scheduled showing of "Miss Jones" last 
month. 


A HEARING ON THE request for a 


temporary injunction is scheduled for 10 


a.m. today before U.S. District Court 
Judge James Parsons. 


The suit, according to Pancoe's attor- 


ney, Patrick Tuite, 'Will seek to enjoin 
the village from enforcing its ordinance, 
which the suit contends is "uncon- 
stitutional." 


Pancoe originally planned to show, the 


film starting Jan. 4, but substituted an- 
other film after a visit by several village 
officials, who asked him not to show the 
film. 


Pancoe claimed he had been losing 


money by showing almost exclusively, 
family-type films. He said the showing of 
"Miss Jones" was an attempt to recoup 
losses so he could continue to show fami- 
ly-type entertainment. Pancoe said that 


an estimated 7,000 people were turned 
away during the week "Miss Jones" was 
scheduled to run, compared 
to the 


theatre's usual attendance of 1,500 to 
3,000. 


"I'm determined we're going to show it 


this time . . . and we're not going to be 
coerced out of it,"> said Pancoe. "It's a 
well followed picture that was the fifth 
biggest grossing picture at the box office 
last year," he added. 


PANCOE SAID that only one other 


X-rated movie made more than "Miss 
Jones," in ,1973, "The Last Tango in 
Paris." "Miss Jones," he added, "has 
been playing in Cook County for 10 
months without a prosecution." 


Pancoe said he doesn't plan to make 


X-rated movies a regular fare at the 
theatre. ''We've only shown two R-rated 
films" here since August," Pancoe said. 
"Sometimes, an X-rated movie is all 
that's available to mer" he said. 


Some of the R-rated films shown at the 


t h e a t r e include "Deliverance," and 
"Save the Tiger." 


Village officials, most of whom have 


not seen "Miss Jones," were taken 
aback by Pance's suit. Willis said the 
theater would not be closed, but that 
officials will view the film. 


"If we do decide to make a complaint, 


it will be up to a judge to determine if 
the movie is obscene and violates the 
anti-obscenity ordinance this board has 
passed," he said. •

One year ago 


Village looks to future, but can't help remembering 


early-morning tragedy that took 3 firemen's lives 


by JULIA BAUER 


On Feb. 23,1973. they died, and the 


ruins of the fire-gutted building 
where they lost their lives is boarded 
up. a tragic reminder of the three 
volunteer firemen 
who perished 


there. 


In the year that followed the 


deaths of Palatine firemen John Wil- 
son. Richard Freeman and Warren 
Ahlgrlm, $42.500 has been donated to 
a special trust for the seven children 
left fatherless from the blaze, $12,000 
came for the families through a spe- 
cial American Legion and Inverness 
drive. Salt Creek Rural Park District 
park may be renamed Firemen's 
Park in honor of the men, and How- 
ard Freeman, a 20-year veteran on 
the volunteer force, has retired from 
the fire department in the wake of 
his son's death. 


Tomorrow at noon, a wreath will 


be placed in front of the Ben Frank- 
lin store by the Downtown Merchants 
Assn. in memory of the three fire- 
men. No other memorial services are 
planned becau.se people closest to the 
tragedy say they want to shake the 
shadow of the tragedy and move on 
to a new life. 


FIRE CHIEF Orville Helms, who 


has been in the department for more 
than 20 years, said yesterday that 
men on the force are "shunning 
away" from any kind of formal cere- 
mony for their comrades. Instead, 
the department is looking ahead to a 
better-equipped, full time profes- 
sional force. 


Three full time firefighters will 


join the force this year, bringing the 
department up to 14 professional fire- 
men and 20 volunteers. 


"I think we're improving as we go 


along,'1 said Helms. But he added 


that, "at the rate we're going, it'll 
be several more years before we'll 
be staffed full time " For now, only 
the Colfax Street station is manned 
at night, and most firemen are still 
called to the fire scene from their 
homes or jobs. 


An addition to the Colfax Street 


station is on the drawing board, to 
add three equipment bays and living 
space at a cost of $228,000. 


HELMS HAS ALSO asked for mon- 


ey to construct a training tower, at 
an estimated cost of $56,000, although 
village approval is not expected this 
year 


Future plans still in the talking 


stage call for two more fire stations: 
one at Roselle and Palatine roads 
and another north of the Winston 
Park subdivision. 


One of the department's most high- 


ly praised programs, for paramedic 
emergency firemen, is in its fifteenth 
month, and two paramedic-equipped 
ambulances are on their way. 


The ambulance scheduled to arrive 


next week was purchased by village 
and state funds. A second ambulance 
is being purchased with money 
raised by Palatine Jaycees. Palatine 
Downtown Merchants, who gave 10 
per cent of their sales to the ambu- 
lance drive for two days last week, 
raised $2,163 for the Jaycee ambu- 
lance drive. 


And as the department moves to- 


ward a full-time fire department, the 
last vivid reminder of the Feb. 23 
fire may soon be gone. The burned- 
out hulk of the Ben Franklin store is 
scheduled to be torn down in coming 
weeks to clear the way for redevelop- 
ment of downtown Palatine.

Police put in their raise 
bids: '10% for us, firemen'

Members of the Arlington Heights Po- 


lice Department have asked the village 
administration for "... at least a 10 per 
cent across-the-board (pay) increase" 
for themselves and the fire department. 


In a letter to Village Mgr. L. A. Han- 


son and village trustees, police said the 
salary boost could be financed by elimi- 
nating the proposed Firefighter II classi- 
fication and its accompanying 5 per cent 
pay raise. 


Hanson said of the latest action by the 


policemen, "I've read the letter, but I 
don't have any response now . . . I'll 
definitely have a reply'later, but I can't 
say when that'll be. I don't know yet 
whether it'll be in writing or not. That 
will be decided later." 


A poll conducted by members of the 


police force said 72 members of the de- 
partment were opposed to the latest 8 
per cent pay offer presented by Hanson 
last week. A spokesman for the depart- 
ment said only one member favored ac- 
cepting Hanson's proposal. 


HANSON ORIGINALLY submitted a 


proposed village budget with an across- 
the-board pay increase of 5 per cent for 
all municipal employes The salary raise 
was later increased to 8 per cent in a 
wntten reply to demands by the Arling- 
ton Heights Firefighters Assn. Para- 
medics and fire department engineers 
were offered an additional 5 per cent 
raise toy Hanson. 


"We aren't trying to take anything 


away for the firemen. We're trying to get 


something more for ourselves," the po- 
lice spokesman said 


A major point of contention between 


members of the police department and 
the village administration is the creation 
of the new pay category for paramedics 
and engineers as Firemen II. Hanson 
said the 5 per cent bonus was in recogni- 
tion of the extra training and responsi- 
folity for those firemen. 


Presently 26 firemen qualify for the 


new category. Hanson said the category 
iis not a step up in rank He said it was 
not necessary for a firemen to become a 
paramedic or engineer in order to quali- 
fy for promotion to lieutenant. 


POLICEMEN CONTEND men in spe- 


cialized divisions, such as traffic and de- 
tective details, have also taken extra 
training and responsibilities above those 
of regular patrolmen 


The letter said, "This training is com- 


parable and of equal value to the village 
as the paramedics and engineers' train- 
ing . . . the administration has arbi- 
trarily created a new position for the de- 
partment to justify the increase. There is 
no provision in the police table of organi- 
, zation to provide a position where an of- 
ficer may be eligible for a 5 per cent 
increase based on training." 


The police also said the new fireman 


category is open ended and all firemen 
may become eligible for the 5 per cent 
bonus They have said this makes the 
firemen's raise really 13 per cent. 


The police also charge the village ad- 


ministration with ignoring police letters 


Restaurant wants change 
in pinball game-ban here 


and requests for review of salary in- 
crease and fringe benefits. 


THE POLICE letter concluded, "... 


it would be more equitable and accept- 
able to use the monies the 5 per cent 
(paramedic bonus) would require and 
give all members of both the police and 
fire departments at least a 10 per cent 
across-the-board increase." 


Hanson has maintained the work of the 


paramedics and detectives are not com- 
parable. Of the issues he has said, "I 
don't like comparing apples and oranges 
any more than necessary ..." 


The police also indicate a need for 


more policemen. Their letter said subur- 
ban towns of comparable size have more 
policemen than Arlington Heights. Ac- 
cording to an F B.I. report the village 
ranks behind Cicero, Evanston, Oak 
Park and Skokie in the size of the force. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS has a 76-man 


force while all the other cited towns 'have 
forces of 100 or more, except Oak Park, 
according to the F.B.I, figures. 


Hanson has said Arlington Heights is 


adequately protected with the present 
force size. 


When asked the department's next 


step, the police spokesman said, "It de- 
pends what the village reaction is. After 
that it's up to the men."

An Arlington Heights attorney is seek- 


ing to change the law which now outlaws 
pmball machines in the village. 


Attorney Thomas Hanlon is requesting 


that the village's ordinance classifying 
pinball machines as a gambling device 
be changed to conform with the state law 
that does not list pinball among illegal 
games of chance. 


His client, the Pit 'N Pub Restaurant, 


1711 E. Rand Rd., would like to install a 
pinball machine, Hanlon says 


The hangup is the Universal feature of 


pinball machines giving the player a free 
game if he or she tops a designated high 
score 


According to Hanlon, state law ex- 


empts pinball by saying that a "gam- 
bling device does not include any coin- 
slot machine which rewards the player 
with the right to replay such a device " 


Arlington Heights' ordinance, however, 


specifically includes "coin-ui-the-slot op- 
erated mechanical device played for 
amusement which rewards the player 
with the right to replay such mechanical 
device, which device is so constructed 
or devised as to make such result . . . 
depend in part upon the skill of the play- 
er . " 


Besides preventing his client from in- 


stalling a pinball machine, the difference 
between the state and village law poses 
another problem, Hanlon says. 


Operating a gambling device is a Class 


A misdemeanor, "a very serious crime," 
he says, and the unknowing operator 
could be led into a false sense of security 
by the state law. 


The proposed ordinance change has 


been referred to the village board legal 
committee. 


Environmental committee set up 


A special six-person study committee 


has been established by the Arlington 
Heights Plan Commission to evaluate the 
environmental impact of proposed proj- 
ects in the village. 


The committee will be formed of three 


members of the plan commission and 
three from the village's environmental 
control commission (ECC). The mem- 
bers from the plan commission are Nor- 
man Breyer, Kay Muller and Joseph 
Turley. Marilyn Macko, Dick Winar and 
Jerry Wmdbigler from the ECC will 
serve on the committee. 


Jean Hanlon, ECC president, said the 


committee will "make certain that uni- 
form and constant standards will be fol- 
lowed by developments in the village." 


She said their goal is "to see how the 


developments will fit into the environ- 
ment. They'll consider such things as 
noise pollution and growth impact. They 
will try to determine what happens when 
2,000 people, for example, are injected 


into a community We want to make sure 
there are all the facilities to serve 
them." 


She said the committee will be con- 


cerned with the "human, as well as natu- 
ral environmental," impacts of new de- 
velopments 


The committee will have an organiza- 


tional meeting in early March.
